The first aid stations have been 
established during the year in the 
Red Cross campaign to 
deaths and injuries on highways. 
They are staffed by volunteers who 
have undergone extensive training 
in first aid for injured motorists. 

Admiral Grayson pointed out in 
announcing opening of the two 
thousandth station, that “35,000 per- 
sons are killed on highways each 
year, and that an additional! 1,250,- 
000 persons receive serious injuries. 
The nation should be up in arms 
against such a grim invader of our 
security and happiness.” 


The Red Cross has recently or-

" DETROIT, Oct. 24.—Thousands 
filed silently through Detroit’s City 
Hall today to pay homage at the 
coffin of Senator James Couzens. 

Long before the doors of the City 
Hall were operied at noon, a crowd 
estimated at 4000 gathered to view 
the body. 

With heads bowed, men, women 
and children passed in a winding 
line through a corridor to the 
Mayor’s office, and on by the mas- 
sive bronze coffin. 

The office, where Couzens began 
his public career, in 1918, and 
where his son, Frank, now presides 
as. Mayor, was. decorated with 
cybodium ferns and chrysanthe-

New York Ex-Governor 
Assails Federal Interfer- 
ence in Business—Tug- 
well’s Name Booed.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 24.—Al- 
fred E. Smith continued his attack 
on the New Deal tonight in a 
speech before a capacity audience 
of 11,000 in the Duquesne Garden 


Auditorium. 

The crowd began to gather at 
7 p. m., three hours before Smith 
spoke, and by 9 o’clock, when the 
former New York Governor reached 
the auditorium, all seats were oc- 
cupied. 

Smith was given an ovation when 
he walked down the middle aisle 
from the rear of the garden to the 
platform behind a band with an 
official welcoming committee. 

Col, Henry Breckinridge of New 
York, opened the speaking program, 
urging the election of Gov. Alf M. 
Landon, Republican presidential 
candidate. He praised Smith and 
other Democrats who are opposing 
the New Deal. 

Smith was introduced by E. Lowry 
Humes, head of the League for Jef- 
fersonian Democracy, one of the 
organizations sponsoring the meet- 
ing. 

“New Deal Party.” 

Smith said at the start that one 
of the reasons he was speaking was 
“to prove that the men in charge 
of the New Deal party were not 
Democrats.” 

He asserted that the leaders of 
the Roosevelt administration had 
“gtolen the livery of the Democratic 

ty and were using it to promote 
cialism.” 

He said he would deal chiefly 

with the plank in the platform 
which concerns the Government’s 
relation ‘with: business. - 
““At this’ poiht a youhg than arose 
fn the gallery at the left side of 
the speaker’s platform and started 
shouting and waving a flag. He 
was quickly rushed from the audi- 
torium by police as the audience 
booed. 


‘Smith continued speaking, ask- 


ing: 

“When did you ever see any Gov- 
ernment that has interefered with 
business as much as the New Deal 
has during the last three years?” 

He said business men could be 
“severely disciplined if they don’t 
come into line when the administra- 
tion cracks the whip.” 

The plank dealing with business, 
he asserted, “was thrown out the 
window the minute the New Deal 
went into office.” 

Tugwell’s Name Booed. 

He quoted Rexford G. Tugwell, 
head ofthe -Resttlement Adminis- 
tration as saying “The Govern- 
ment ig the senior partner of busi- 
ness,” adding that “I want to say 
right now that the New Deal is no 
senior partner of my business.” 

The audience booed when he men- 
tioned Tugwell’s name. 

He referred to President Roose- 
velt's story some weeks ago about 
the old men who fell off the pier in 
the ocean, was saved and then 
blamed his rescuer because he did 
not also save his high silk hat. 

“When the New Deal rescued that 
man,” Smith said, “and got him out 
of the water, they also took his 
pants by taxation and other ways.” 

On Unemployment. 

Turning to unemgloyment, he 
said the New Deal was trying to 
solve it without “knowing anything 
about it.” 

"They have never made any cen- 
sus of the unemployed,” he said. 

“The New Deal has not helped 
business,” Smith declared. “It has 
retarded it. An atmosphere was 
created hostile to business and hos- 
tile to banking for the purpose of 
carrying out reforms, as they 
called them.” 

He said “it makes no difference 
whether the business men are good 
business men or bad business men, 
they have certainly been kicked 
around a lot during the last three

Spanish Government’s Reply to 

Britain on Political Prisoners, 
By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Oct, 24.—The Spanigh 
Government, in a note to Great 
Britain today, expressed surprise 
that there should exist a belief 
that the noble citizens of Madrid 
are capable of “collective vengeance 
against political prisoners.” 

The note was sent in reply to a 
British appeal for the exchange of 
prisoners between the Government 
and the Fascist leaders. It said the 
Madrid Government could provide 
protection for prisoners should the 
situation demand. 

Spain’s note to Brithain regarding 
exchange of prisoners said: 

“In prisons in Madrid there are 
a number of politieal prisoners who 
have been locked up because they 
intervened directly in the rebellion 
against the state or because of their 
known hostility..toe.the. Republic..or 
because of their relations with thc 
enemy or the regime. 

“Their liberation under the pres- 
ent circumstances would be equiv- 
alent to ad4ing new life to the sub- 
versive movement. 

“The government of the Republic 
cannot but express bewilderment 
at the supposition that because 
some political prisoners, after regu- 
lar trials, have been subjected to 
punishment provided by law, there 
should be the possibility of a gen- 
eral massacre. 

Isolated Cases of Mutiny. 

“The fact that on isolated occa- 
sions those imprisoned -have not 
hesitated to mutiny—thereby pro- 
ducing incidents, recurrence of 
which the government has hastened 
to take measures to prevent—does 
not seem to justify attributing to 
rthe noble people of Madrid plans 
for collective vengéance. 

“Likewise, the government’s ca- 
pacity for police action, however 
adverse the circumstances, has not 
been recognized. 

“It is possible that this work of 
protection requires extraordinary 
efforts on the part of the govern- 
ment. The work is made more dif- 
ficult by the fact that the govern- 
ment—because of unilateral appli-! 
cation of the non-intervention ac- 
cord—is deprived of means which 
it should have for maintenance of 
public order, 

Reference to Dictatorships. . 

“The government has had to re- 
strain an understandable reaction 
of the nation, which has been sub- 
jected to treatment the like of 
which it would be difficult to find 
in the modern history of Europe.”

Half of Govérnment Army of

MONROVIA, Liberia, Oct. 24—- 
Government militia men, it was 
announced officially today, have 
captured Nimley, Savage Kroo 
tribal leader, who for four years 
has defied the Government of this 
Negro republic.

The consequence was a severe 
laryngitis, which partly disabled 
him for the remainder of the week, 
and which, as any physician will 
testify, might easily have developed 
into something serious. 

In New England, the police and 
troops were quite insufficient to 
control the multitudes which 
thronged the President's route. Sev- 
eral persons were hurt, and _ the 
wonder is that more were not in- 
jured seriously. To make matters 
worse, local politicos in automobiles 
fought to “muscle in" near the head 
of the procession, with the result 
that cars were racing four abreast 
at 60 miles an hour, endangering 
the lives of occupants and specta- 
tors. 

Can there be any rational excuse 
for staging such performances? It 
will hardly be contended they pro- 
mote the cause of good government.

tiative petitions circulated by the 
Restoration and Conservation Fed- 
eration of Missouri, organized by 
sportsmen of the State. The meas- 
ure will be proposition No. 4 on 
the initiative ballot. 

Proposals to provide non-political 
commission supervision of conser- 
vation work in Missouri have been 
defeated in several recent sessions 
of the Legislature. The Democratic 
state platform convention held here 
early last September rejected a aa 
quest for indorsement of proposi- 
tion No. 4 in the Democratic plat- 
orm adopted for the 1936 cam- 
paign. 

A “Hands-Off” Policy.

100 Listed as Democrats. 


At the present time, the State 
Game and Fish Department has ap- 
proximately 100 regular employes, 
all listed as Democrats, according 
to the State Manual. In addition 
it has numerous special employes 
or appointees, not listed in the man- 
ual. All of these appointments are 
controlled by the Governor, through 
the commissioners. In addition the 
department has partial control over 
a number of CCC camps. 


Under the proposed amendment 
the members of the commission 
would be appointea by the Gover- 
nor, in the first instance. The com- 
mission would employ a director 
and staff, to serve at the pleasure 
of the commission. The commis- 
sion would have full control and 
management of conservation, resto- 
ration and regulation of the bird, 
fish, game, forestry and wild life 
resources of the State, including 
all hatcheries, sanctuaries, refuges 
and reservations now owned or 
hereafter acquired by the State. 


The basic powers of the proposed 
commission would be constitutional, 
and couldn’t be changed, or limited, 
by legislative or executive action. 
The proposed amendment contains 
a provision that it shall be self- 
enforcing. 


Other Three Propositions. 


The other three propositions to 
appear on the ballot, all constitu- 
tional amendments, are as follows: 
No. 1—To increase the pay of 
the 184 members of the Legislature 
to $1500 a year. The present author- 
ized pay is $5 a day for the first 
70 days of a session and $1 a day 
thereafter, except that in the decen- 
nial law revision sessions the pay 
is $5 a day for the first 120 days 
and $1 a day thereafter. 

No. 2—To amend the present con- 
stitutional _ provision authorizing 
municipalities with organized fire 
departments to pay pensions to dis- 
abled firemen, to permit the pen- 
sioning of any fireman, such as re- 
tirement after a specified period 
of service. 

No. 3—To authorize the payment, 
from public funds, of teachers’ 
pensions. 

Adoption of a constitutional 
amendment, such as the four to be 
submitted in the November elec- 
tion, requires only a majority of 
the votes cast on the proposition.

Commissioners’. Attorney

The suit of John, Mullarkey, chal- 


lenging the right of the Electiong 


Board to revoke his commission as 
a precinct election judge which was 
issued by the ousted Waechter 
board, was taken under advisement 
yesterday by Circuit Judge John W. 
Joynt after hearing arguments of 
counsel, : 


Attorneys for Mullarkey and for 
the Election Board are to file briefs 
tomorrow in. support of their con- 
tentions. 

On the outcome of his suit may 
depend the success of the new 
board's effort to obtain a staff sat- 
isfactory to it. The board has de- 
ferred a decision on replacement or 
retention of 274 precinct officials 
who failed to answer a summons 
to appear before it, pending deter- 
mination of Mullarkey’s suit. 

Mullarkey, a salesman, 31 years 
old, who lives at 4600 Vernon ave- 
nue, was discharged as a Demo- 
cratic election judge in the Eigh- 
teenth Precinct of the Twenty-third 
Ward on the ground that his hand- 
writing was poor, confusing and not 
easily legible, and that his records 
of the September registration were 
not kept efficiently. 

What Mullarkey Contends. 

He obtained a temporary writ of 
prohibition against making his dis- 
charge effective Thursday. He al- 
leged that the board had no author- 
ity to remove him as’it did and 
denied the charges concerning his 
writing and the efficiency with 
which his records were kept. 

Retiring Congressman James R. 
Claibourne, who appeared as his 
attorney yesterday argued that pre- 
cinct officials were entitled under 
law to four year terms and could 
be removed by the Election Board 
only on a day of active service, and 
then only for nine specific reasons 
set out in the statutes. 

Roscoe Anderson, attorney for 
the board, contended that its pro- 
cedure had been proper, supported 
by both statutory and common 
law. Mullarkey’s suit, he argued, 
should have been for a writ of re- 
view, rather than a writ of pro- 
hibition, 

Too Nervous to Write. 

Inspection of the _ registration 
books for the precinct disclosed ir- 
regularities of several sorts. Some 
illiterate voters were registered 
without entering the physical de- 
scription of each, as required by 
law. 

In other instances, signatures of 
those who registered were written 
by the judges themselves with the 
notation “Too nervous to write.” 

In one case the age of a voter 
was stated differently in the orig- 
inal and duplicate registration 
books, and in several cases the sig- 
natures of voters in the two books 
varied greatly. The name of one 
person who registered was erased 
by the judges themselves with the 
notation “Gave wrong name.” 

The precinct, which has its poll- 
ing place at 1225 North Taylor 
avenue, has 627 registered voters.

EX-LAWYER DIES IN PRISON 


James Tilton, Disbarred, Convicted 
of Looting Escrow Funds.

1222 SWEEPSTAKES 
PRIZES TO AMERICANS 


47 Pct. of Awards Go to U. S, 
—Some of St. Louis 
Winners. 


By the Associated Press. 
DUBLIN, Oct. 24.—United States 


citizens won 1222 prizes out of a to- 
tal of 2602 in the two-day drawing 
for the Irish sweepstakes. Amer- 
icans won 752 consolation and five 


residual prizes totaling about 400,- 
000 in the final drawing to bring 
their total winnings to at least $1,- 
650,000. Each residual prize is 
worth $4480 and each consolation 
prize $500. 

Americans constituted 46.96 per 
cent of the winners in the drawing. 

Even so, American purchasers 
of lottery tickets spent far more 
than they will receive. Total re- 
ceipts in the sweepstakes were $13,- 
536,455, of which Americans were 
estimated to have contributed more 
than $6,356,000; The total to be 
paid out in prizes is $8,044,825. 

Each .of the tickets drawn on 4 
horse is worth $2965. Tickets held 
on the horse which wins the Cam- 
pridgeshire, to be run next Wednes- 
day, will be $150,000, on the second 
horse $75,000, and on the third 
horse $50,000. 

Irish hospitals receive part of the 
prize money as do the organizers 
of the lottery. 

At the conclusion of the drawing, 
the establishment of an annual 
$50,000 endowment for medical re- 
search from the sweepstakes’ fund 
was announced.

000. Four years ago more than 15° 
per cent of the voters registered did 
not go to the polis. In some South- 
ern states the percentage ran as 
high ag 50.

States used as a basis for the 
Associated Press compilation were 
California, Montana, New Jersey; 
New York, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, Georgia, Maryland, 
Nevaca and Washington.

New York and Kansas. 
New York and Kansas, home 
states of the major party nominees, 
are among the many where record 
votes are indicated.

The New York City registration 
alone totals nearly 2,900,000, more 
than 500,000 over 1932.

the Roosevelt-Hoover election. 


San Francisco reported a registra-

tal 356,000. 

Philadelphia and Pittsburgh ac- 
counted for most of the Pennsyl- 
vania registration increase, which 
may reach 500,000. The latest fig- 
ures showed more than 942,000 reg- 
istered in Philadelphia, against less 
than 640,000 in 1932, and 316,000 in 
Pittsburgh, against 164,000. 
Significance Disputed. 


Democratic and Republican lead- 
ers disagree as to the significance 
of the increased registration. Re- 
publicans contend that such a 
growth of political interest signifies 
dissatisfaction with the party in 
power.

WOMEN PHYSICIANS 
IN DEMAND IN INDIA 


Two Surgeons From Orient 
Visit Medical Centers 
in St. Louis. 


Women of India are on an equal 


medicine—due, paradoxically, to the 
very tradition that for generations 
kept them in the background. 

An interesting account of how 
they quickly gained an important 
niche in the profession because of 
the old custom which compelled 
women to veil her face in the pres- 
ence of men and caused the latter to 
hasten away at the cry of “Gosha!” 
(“the women are coming’) was re- 
lated yesterday by Dr, Annie Myr- 
tilla Pichamuthu, surgeon of Ma- 
dras, India. 

She and a fellow countryman, 
Lieutenant-Colonel V. R. Mirajkar 
of Bombay, also a surgeon, are con- 
cluding a visit at Barnes Hospital 
where they have observed St. Louis 
methods of operation and hospital- 
ization. They are making a world. 
tour of médical centers, and torior- 
row will depart for Denver, thence 
to the Pacific Coast and across the 
ocean to China. 

Has Practiced 17 Years. 

Dr. Pichamuthu, graduate of In- 
dia and English medical schools, 
has practiced in her native land for 
17 years. When she began there 
were comparatively few women phy- 
sicians and now there are 400 or 
500, and they, she added, are not 
enough. 

The reason, she continued, is not 
so much that the men of the pro- 
fession are too few, but that after 
generations of seclusion, the women 
of India are reluctant to submit 
to a male physician’s care. This is 
true, she said, even in the homes 
where the old custom is not ob- 
served. 

Under such circumstances, the 
male doctor is under a decided han- 
dicap in diagnosing his patient’s 
iliness when all he has been able 
to examine, for instance, is the 
woman's tongue, exposed gingerly 
from behind a parted veil, or a dis- 
creet hand, held cautiously forth 
from the protection of a curtain 
entirely concealing the rest of his 
patient’s body. 

Women Want Women Doctors. 

Small wonder, then, Dr. Picha- 
muthu pointed out, that when com- 
petent women physicians and sur- 
geons were available, that Indian 
women turned to them for treat- 
ment in the event of illness. 

Due to a lack of hospital facili- 
ties and centers of dense popula- 
tion, there are more in need of med- 
ical care in the country than phy- 
sicians can handle, she said. Ade- 
quate training may be obtained 
there, however, and great numbers 
of both men and women are pre- 
paring themselves for the practice 
of medicine. 

Both she and Col. Mirajkar said 
they were impressed by feats of 
surgery they had observed in this

If War Should Come, 


“But if war -sshould come, what 
then?” he asked. “What can we 
do to stay out? .. . In this mod- 
ern world no nation can be isolated. 
Neutrality cannot be an absolute 
guarantee of peace. Nevertheless 
I believe it holds out one of the 
great hopes. 

“The doctrine of neutral rights 
has been one of slow growth, As 
international trade developed, na- 
tions began to insist on the inter- 
ests of neutrals as against the in- 
terests of belligerents. Thus they 
sought to localize not only the ac- 
tual war area itself, but also its 
harmful though indirect effects 
upon trade and commerce, 


“This was and is the way of prog- 
ress. Thus thére grew up a set of 
rules and principles for governing 
the conduct of neutrals.. These 
have nothing to do with the sympa- 
ties which a nation may have. 
They nothing to do with the much 
talked-of war guilt. They aim sim- 
ply at stopping the warring na- 
tions from interfering with the in- 
terests and welfare of neutral na- 
tions. They aim at keeping the 
neutrals from being drawn into the :

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Landon Speech on Foreign Polic 
“Rejects League and World Court, 


Favors Mediation and Arbitration 


G. O. P. Nominee Says He Won’t Do Much 


Talking But Will Have Competent Sec- 


retary of State Do It for Him. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 24. 


OLLOWING is the tert of Gov. Alf M. Landon’s speech delivered at 


the State Fairgrounds tonight: 
For mary years I have heard of 


the special interest shown by the 
people of Indianapolis and of Indi- 
ana in the foreign relations of this 
country. I know the women have 


been largely responsible for this 
and I want to compliment them. 


Because there is no more important 
question before mankind today 
than whether peace shall rule the 
world, or war. 

So tonight here in Indianapolis I 
want to talk about the relations of 
America to world peace. 

The conduct. of foreign relations 
was placed by the Constitution in 
the hands of the President. The 
policies are his. Put in my judg- 
ment, those Presidents have been 
well advised who have made it their 
practice not only to consult the De- 
partment of State, and the major- 
ity members of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, but the minority 
members as well. 

“To Appoint Competent Man.” 

The carrying out of these policies, 
the actual negotiating, is done by 
the Secretary of State. This is be- 
cause in the éyes of the outside 
world the President’s decision is 
final. In consequence, if the Presi- 
dent talks directly with foregin of- 
ficials any careless remark may 
lead to international misunder- 
standings. As Mr. Coolidge once 
said: “One of the first lessons a 
President has to learn is that every 
word he says weighs a-ton.” In 
foreign affairs I do not propose to 
be a talkative man. But I do pro- 
pose to appoint’ as Secretary of 
State a competent man grounded in 
sound American principles. I do 
propose to build morale in the de- 
partment and the foreign service by 
rewarding merit as it deserves. A 
devoted, competent and courageous 
foreign service is one of the first 
insurance policies we must take 
against war. 

Our principal aim in foreign rela- 
tions must always be to “observe 
good faith and justice toward all 
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he himself had made. 


nations, cultivate: peace and har- 
mony with all.” 
Promise to Keep Out of War. 


Stopping a war once begun has 
never proved practical except by 
the use of stronger armies. This 
means war to stop war.. While men 
are what they are, this will always 
be a delusion to crush the hope and 
break the hearts of those who seek 
to wipe out war. 

War will never be the father of 
peace! 

I shall do everything within my 
power to prevent the tragedy of 
war from ever touching our country. 
I shall encourage with all my power 
the cause of peace. I shall not mere- 
ly talk about my hatred of war. 

Of course this nation will never 
be guilty of a war of aggression. 
We have no territorial ambitions. 
We have no intention of interfering 
with any nation. Our real danger 
in the future, as in the past, lies in 
being drawn into a war not of our 
own making. Our first problem, 
then, is to consider what can be 
done to avert war throughout the 
world; our second, to consider our 
own policy if war should come. 

“The League Has Failed.” 

Since the great war the world 
has been working on the idea of a 
collective security through the 
League of Nations. But the Leagué 
has failed. Failed for reasons that 
certainly nave become obvious in 
the light of experience. The League 
Cevenant assumed that in every war 
it would be simple to point the fin- 
ger of justice at the aggressor. Then 
all nations would make common 
cause and overwhelm the aggressor 
in a short struggle. With this cer- 
tain fate ahead, it was hoped no 
nation would venture to break the 
peace. 


But as the events of recent years, 
and especially of the last few 
months, have shown, the matter is 
not neafly so simple as this. Va- 
rious causes have increasingly di- 
vided the nations into two great 
camps. If the methods provided in 
the League Covenant were really 
adopted, these two camps would be- 
come hostile alliances, more or less 
equal, in another terrible war trag- 
edy. As I have said, we cannot use 
war to end war. 


Mediation and Arbitration. 

But even if the League program 
is unworkable, the outlook is still 
far from hopeless. There is a plan 
for peace which has the sanction of 
both great age and modern useful- 
ness. I refer to the settlement of 
international disputes before they 
reach an acute stage by the peace- 
ful methods of mediation and arbi- 
tration. 

Mediation always has been the 
first resort. It still can be used ef- 
fectively. 

If mediation fails, nations may 
still turn to arbitration. We ir 
America have used this method 
with success scores of times for 
more than 100 years. We should 
make this machinery more nearly 
perfect and seek to bring other na- 
tions to the same view. We should 
extend, as fast as wisdom allows, 
the framing of rules and principles 
governing the international rela- 
tions of peace. As this field of law 
grows, we should make larger the 
number of subjects over which com- 
pulsory arbitration might extend. 

This is the direction in which 
measures for the peaceful settle- 
ment of international disputes may 
wisely and effectively be pushed for- 
ward. 


No Sanction Necessary. 


Much has been said of the need 
for a sanction to compel nations to 
observe awards made against them. 
Experience has demonstrated that 
no penalty is necessary. The gréat 
Obstacle to be overcome is not the 
carrying out of the awards. It is 
to persuade the nations of the world 
to bring their- disputes to arbitra- 
tion. The greatest service which 
our country can render for the do- 
ing away with war, is to encourage 
by every honorable means within 
our power, except the use of armed 
force, the arbitration of internation- 
al disputes. To this end we must 
devote our utmost efforts. 

As for ourselves, while we have 
been leaders in the settlement of 
disputes by arbitration, we cannot 
use the World Court. Those many 
fine men and women of both par- 
ties, who in the past have desired 
American membership in the Court, 
will, I am sure, agree that circum- 
stances have changed. Some of the 
judges of the Court now represent 
dictatorships, not democratic gov- 
éernments. It was always difficult 
to keep political influences out of 
the Court. It is impossible now. 
The United States could not be in- 
volved in a political court. 

Assails Roosevelt's Action. 

But there are other ways to help 
the world keep the peace. We must 
restore international confidence in 


} the good faith of the American Gov- 


ernment. This has been shattered 
by the contradictions of the present 
administration. 

The President ruthlessly disrupt- 
ed the London economic conference 
by refusing to accept from the .con- 
ference the very proposals which 
Only last 
year he overrode the neutrality leg- 


isiation he himself had sponsored. 


He attempted to put the United 
States in the forefront of the sanc- 
tionist Powers. against Italy. His 
action made it probable that if war 
ced be we would have been in-

We are always ready to take part 
in international conferences on 
matters affecting the common wel- 
fare where it is distinctly under- 
stood rio political commitments are 
involved. Before the World War 
we often did this. Then we be- 
came wary because we feared such 
conferences might bé used to in- 
volve us in foreign tics through 
ot escape this 
fear under the present administra- 
tion. We cannot forget that the 
President himself was an éarly 
supporter of the League. His po- 
sition on American foreign rela- 
tions as Oh So many other vital 
questions, is still undisclosed. But 
the Republican party at Cleveland 
definitely declared against both 
League and world court member- 
ship: Under my administration, 
with those issues finally settled, we 


course within the family of nations 
of which we are a member. 
As to Latin America. 
Confidence in our good faith is 
especially needed in our relations 
with the nations of the two Ameri- 
cas. We must not become arrogant 
or presume on our sizé or our 
power to obtain something that is 
not our due. We have~been ac 
cused of imperialism because from 
time to time we have ianded 
troops in Latin America. The ac 
cusation ig not true. Nevertheless 
I am glad our troops are now all 
at home. 


In this hemisphere there must be 
the fullest co-operation for peace. We 
must point.the way by scrupulous 
fairness in our dealing with others. 
it will be my purpose, when 
elected, to make the United States 
in reality, to use John Jay’s term, 
a good neighbor to Latin "America. 


Another way in which we can 
work toward world peace is by co- 
operating in the reduction of arma- 
ments. We led the way in the 
Washington naval limitation confer- 
ence. We must continue to work 
in this direction whenever the op- 
portunity offers. At the same time 
we must fully maintain our own de- 
fenses. We have already reduced 
our land forces to the absolute 
minimum. We have always been 
ready to limit and reduce our 
naval forces, and shall continue to 
be ready, but only in proportion as 
others limit and reduce theirs. In 
such ways as these we can help to 
lessen the danger of a general war. 


Trade Barriers. 


Still another contribution is to 
assist in lowering world-wide trade 
barriers and re-establishing healthy 
economic conditions. Economic 
misery keeps nations restless and 
uneasy. As I have repeatedly said, 
a revival of world trade is an aid 
to the preservation of peace. I 
pledge myself to do everything in 
my power to bring this about. It 
is an obligation we owe first of all 
to America, and then to the world. 
But if war should come, what then? 
What can we do to stay out?

flict, | : 

, Specific Pledges Risky. 

Specific pledges not to go to war 
under any condition, risk encourag- 
ing belligerents to attempt aggres- 
sion which would, in fact, precipi- 
tate us into war. In view of our 
enormous potential strength, dem- 
onstrated in 1917 and 1918, I be- 


‘lieve hereafter nations will bé re- 


luctant to violate any neutral 
rights upon which we insist. 

- I must mention one more safe- 
guard for our peace. I am a mem- 
ber of the American Legion, and 
from the moment when the legion 
announced the policy, I have been 
in complete sympathy with the gen- 
eral objective of taking the profits 
out of war. We must be willing 
to forego short-run profits for the 
sake of peace. 

The necessary legislation must be 
adopted before any war danger 
comes upon us. 

No legislation will make it cer- 
tain that we shall avert war. But 
this is anothér quarantine against 
it. In time of war it seems to me 
that the protection of the doughboy 
should be put above the protection 
of the dollar. 


The time has come to face for- 
eign conditions realistically. Na- 
tions are suspicious of one an- 
other and fearful of one an- 
other. Economic nationalism is 
rampant. Dictatorship is crowding 
out democratic governments, Cer- 
tain nations live under Fascist dic- 
tatorship, others under Communist 
dictatorship. We recognize that 
every people has the right to 


Prosperity through- 
out the world means larger happi- 
ness and that strengthens the 
forces against war. We are deter- 
mined in tpis restless world to keep 
our own nation an oasis of peace. 
We want this Western Hemisphere 
to he a lesson to all mankind that 
men and races can live together in 
harmony. 

In these high resolves, God help- 
ing us, We shall protect America 
against war. And we shall do our 
full part to maintain the healing of 
peace throughout the world.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 24— 
Registration in Missouri’s larger

pointed to a setback in steel opera- 
tions after activity of that industry 
had climbed to nearly 76 per cent 

capacity. 
T Cte senile barometers, how- 
ever, recorded no appreciable in- 
roads into recent gains. Carload- 
ings were the highest of the recov- 
ery, although Many assumed the 
latest total was at or near the year’s 

ak. Electric power output held 
near the best recovery figure and 
expanding output of new automo- 
bile models helped take up some of 
the slack left by a moderate reces- 
sion in steel activity. 

Other Market Influences. 


A further rise in the export price 


of copper, touching off a run of do- 
mestic buying as a _ precaution 
against a boost in the home price, 
directed attention to industrial ex- 
pansion and re-armament in many 
foreign countries. 

Aside from copper and a modest 
upturn in coffee, commodity mar- 
kets furnished traders in securities 
little encouragement to take the 
buying offensive. The main drift 
of staples, in fact, was somewhat 
lower with stocks and bonds. 

Individual issues benefited from 
favorable third quarter earnings re- 
ports and additions to the long list 
of companies which have increased 
payments to shareholders. 

Much of the demand for oils to- 
ward the middle of the week 
seemed to have been motivated by 
excellent profit showings during the 
summer months.

Lead Buying Continues Active 
and Diversified; Steel De- 
mand Less Aggressive.

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—Non-fer- 


rous metals displayed underlying 
strength, the past week, with the 
export copper situation the fea- 
ture. At 10.20 cents a pound, ex- 
port metal went to a premium of 
45 points over the domestic base 
and established the highest level 
since March, 1931. 

The persistent rise abroad occa- 
sioned some surprise because of the 
several successive increases in pro- 
duction quotas by the cartel and in- 
timations that a further increase 
is likely. 

Domestic demand has been speed- 
ed up in sympathy with the rise at 
London and there have been recur- 
rent rumors of a possible advance 
in the domestic base of between % 
and % cent a pound from the pre- 
vailing rate of 9% cents. 

Lead buying continued active and 
diversified, reflecting bullish Sep- 
tember statistics, nervousness over 
labor troubles in Utah and the con- 
sequent fears of curtailed produc- 
tion. Domestic shipments in Sep- 
tember increased 4297 tons over Au- 
gust to 50,685 tons, the best for any 
month since 1931. Surplus stocks of 
refined declined 17,716 tons to 200,-

Cotton pointed lower. Expanding 
foreign growths of the staple and 
a slight boost in the expected crop 
here was held responsible in most 
quarters.

AGRICULTURAL EXPORTS GAIN 


15 PCT. IN YEAR ENDED JUNE 30 | 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24. — The 
gain in agricultural exports from 
this country for the marketing year 
ended June 30, compared with the 
previous year, was reported today 
by the Agriculture Department as 
15 per cent, both in value and vol- 
ume. 

The exports were valued at $766,- 
304,000 in 1935-36 compared with 
$668,713,000 for 1934-35. These totals 
did not include forest products val- 
ued at $86,665,000 last season and 
$82,786,000 the previous year. 

The study shows that value of ag- 
ricultural exports in the last five 
years ranged in millions of dollars 
from a low of 590 in 1933 to a high 
of 787 in 1934. For the five years 
before that the range also in mil- 
lions of dollars was a low of 1038 
in 1931 to a peak of 1908 in 1927.

Drake University’s big little boys 
in blue played tag with the Wash- 
ington University Bears at Francis 
Field yesterday afternoon and Jim- 
my Conzelman’s confused athletes 
didn’t catch the Bulldogs from Des 
Moines often enough. Chuch Ore- 


baugh, Bud Suter, Bob Underwood 
and Eldon Woltz pint and half-pint 
ball carriers aided by Clarence Man- 
deros, a full-sized backfield man, 
ran and dodged with bewildering 
speed and skill and when the final 
gun ended the battle each team had 
made three touchdowns and the 
Bulldogs, by virtue of two convert- 
ed points after touchdowns, ran 
triumphantly off the field with a 
20 to 18 victory. 
Drake Outplays Bears. 

While the margin was small, the 
Drake superiority was beyond ques- 
tion. Had it not been. for fumbles 
by the Washington ball carriers at 
critical times, there might havé 
been a different story, but holding 
the ball is a fundamental and at 
that as at virtually every other 
phase of the game, the visitors 
from Des Moines outplayed the 
Bears. 

Orebaugh weighs only 148 pounds, 
but he was a flashing streak of 
dynamite as he darted and dodged 
past would-be tacklers. If there 
has to be a hero of the game, Ore- 
baugh was the boy. He took a 
Washington kick-off on his six-yard 
line with less than a minute of 
play remaining in the first half 
and dodged and hip-shifted his way 
past Bear after Bear and was 
streaking toward the goal when 
Dwight Hafeli finally crowded him 
out of bounds only 10 yards from 
the objective. The Bears had just 
taken the lead with their second 
touchdown, but this run paved the 
way for another Drake score and 
when the athletes went to the 
dressing room for the intermission, 
the Bulldogs were leading 14 to 12. 

Tiny Backs Baffle Bears. 

It was an amazing exhibition that 
the tiny Drake ball carriers gave. 
Bud Suter was another streak of 
dynamite as he hip-shifted his 155 
pounds: with such dexterity as to 
confuse, tantalize and subdue the 
striving Bears. Bob Underwood 
and Suter teamed together in the 
backfield and when they retired 
to the bench, Orebaugh and Woltz, 
who is a heavyweight of 166 pounds, 
took over the job of baffling the 
Bears. 

In fairness to Conzelman’s team, 
it must be said that they presented 
a crippled, make-shift lineup. Joe 
Bukant was at fullback despite a 
leg injury that made it impossible 
for him to hit the line with any 
speed and which handicapped hini 
when he tried to punt. Capt. Al 
Iezzi went to center shortly after 
the game started and limped game- 
ly through his duties; making many 
important tackles despite his lack 
of speed. Bob Hudgens was not in 
the backfield, and several other 
Bears who did play were in the

Text of Proposed Amendment 
To Create Bi-Partisan State 
Game Conservation Commission 


When the voters of Missouri go to the polls nine days hence 
the sportsmen of the State will have an opportunity to express their 
sentiments relative to how they desire the natural resources of Mis- 
souri administered. Their expression will be reflected in the vote on 
proposed Constitutional Amendment No. 4, which would create a bi- 


partisan conservation commission, 
Upon the ballot which each voter 
receives will be a paragraph identi- 
fying Amendment No. 4 as a “pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
creating Conservation Commision 
pertaining to fish, game and for- 
estry, and stating its power, duties 
and obligations with respect to ad- 
ministration of same.” 
Text of Amendment, 
The complete text of the proposed 
amendment is as follows: 
“Constitutional Amendment 


relative to the creation of a con- 
servation commission. 

“The control, management, res- 
toration, conservation and regula- 
tion of the bird, fish, game, forestry 
and all ld life resources of the 
State, including hatcheries, sanc- 
tuaries, refuges, reservations and 
all other property now owned or 
used for said purposes or hereafter 
required for said purposes and the 
acquisition and establishment of 
the same, and the administration of 
the laws now or hereafter pertain- 
ing thereto, shall be vested in a 
commission to be known as_ the 
Conservation Commission, to consist 
of four members to be appointed 
by the Governor, no more than two 
of whom shall be members of the 
same political party. — 

“The commissioners shall “have 
knowledge of and interest in wild 
life conservation. 

“Vacancies shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the Governor for the 
unexpired term within 30 days from 
the date of such vacancy;.on fail- 
ure of the Governor to fill the va- 
cancy for the unexpired term with- 
in 30 days, the remaining commis- 
sioners shal] fill the vacancy for 
the unexpired term. 

Terms of Commissioners. 

“The first members of said com- 
mission shall be appointed for terms, 
as follows: one for a term of two 
years, cr until his or her successor 
is appointed and qualified; two for 
terms of four years, or until their 
respective successors are appointed 
and-qualified: one for a term of six 
years, or until his-or her successor 
is appointed and qualified. 

“Upon the expiration of each of 
the foregoing terms of*said com- 
missioners, a successor shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor for a term 
of six years, or until his or her suc- 
cessor is appointed and qualified, 
which term of six years shall there- 
after be the length of term of 
each member of said commission. 

“The members of said commis- 
sion shall receive no salary or other

Commission to Name Director. 
“A director of conservation shall 
be appointed by the commission 


and such director shall, with the 


approval of the commission, ap- 
point such assistants and other em- 
ployes as the commission may deem 
necessary. 

“The commission shall determine 
the qualifications of the director, 
all assistants and employes and 
shall fix all salaries, except that 
no commissioner shall be eligible 
for such appointment or employ- 
ment. 

“The fees, monies, or funds aris- 
ing from the operation and transac- 
tions of said commission and from 
the application and the adminis- 
tration of the laws and regulations 
pertaining to the bird, fish, game, 
forestry and wild life resources of 
the State and from the sale of 
property used for said purposes, 
shall. be expended and used by said 
commission for the control, man- 
agement, restoration, conservation 
and regulation of the bird, fish, 
game, forestry and wild life re- 
sources of the State, including the 
purchase or other acquisition of 
property for said purposes, and for 
the administration of the laws per- 
taining thereto and for no other 
purpose, / 

“The General Assembly may 
enact any laws in aid of, but not 
inconsistent with the provisions of 
this amendment. and all . existing 
laws, inconsistent herewith shall no 
longer remain in force or effect. 
This amendment shall be self-en- 
forcing and go into efféct July ‘1, 
1937.” 

Both proponents and opponents 
of the measure are putting forth 
their eleventh-hour efforts in re- 
gard to the bill with those favoring 
the plan believing the amendment 
has a chance of passage, and that 
even though three-fourths of the 
vote is necessary, the general apa- 
thy most citizens have toward con- 
stitutional amendments can be 
overcome.

O many home builders in their 
§ search for simplicity turn to the 

Colonial traditions of New En- 
gland. It is a type of architecture 
that is never wrong, that may be 
adapted to any locality and usually 
offers a floor plan that is quite 
uncomplicated. 

The house shown here was 
planned for R. Paul Buchmueller 
for a client in Kirkwood who de- 
sired a simple exterior for his 
home. The only departure from 
the utmost simplicity is the break 
in the roof line which lifts the 
house out of the severity of the 
usual New England farm house 
type. 

The entrance is typical of the 
early period with its six-paneled 
door, side lights and pilasters, and 
heavy lintel. The frame siding of 
which it is built is likewise typical 
as are its green shutters and ‘double 
hung windows with their small 
lights. The asbestos shingle roof 
forms a gray black contrast to the 
house which is painted white and 
the brilliant green shutters. 

The first floor plan is quite sim- 
ple with spacious entrance hall

case the architect has stressed the 
garden side of the house.

Weather Protection 


Now that winter approaches with 
its icy blasts chilling the blood in 
the veins and freezing the water in 
the radiator, it would be well to 
consider where the car purchased 
last spring can be housed.

when cold weather comes the aver-

Grading Helps 
Exposed Cellar 


Most. suburbs, and even cities, 
suffer from overexposures of the 
cellar. When we see a house built 
low on the ground it seems more 
pleasing to the eye. The reason is 
plain. The phrase “a long, low, 
rambling house” is typical of the 
ideal of most people in the way of 
architecture. Yet knowing this we 
still persist in placing houses two 
or three feet out of the ground. 
The reasons are practical ones, and, 
unfertunately, they are more po- 
tent than esthetic appeal. Deep 


excavation costs mo and the 
deeper we go the more likely is the 
need of waterproofing, which also 
adds cost; furthermore, In many 
streets the sewers are not laid 
deep enough in the ground to allow 
proper drainage from cellar fix- 
tures. Skillful grading can over- 
come the stilted effect to a large 
degree, although it should not take

six inches above the fire brick to- 
ward the rear of the furnace, there- 
by allowing smoke go through the 
radiators upstairs. I had a_ fur- 
nace man look at it, and since the 
firebrick has to be replaced by new 
brick he told me that he would 
place an extra row of brick on the 
top and thereby close the hole in 
the shell. He said that this would 
not affect the efficiency of the fur- 
nace as the heat would go through 
the brick just the same as through 
the steel shell. I cannot afford to 
spend much money on the furnace 
and will appreciate any information 
LANDLORD. 

A. If the furnace man is a reput- 
able mechanic he will not give out 
From the de- 
scription an extra course or two of 
fire brick would solve your prob- 
lem. The brick course should be 
sealed at the top to prevent smoke 
getting behind the brick and 
through the hole. The hole might 
be patched with a piece of metal 
and so eliminate the necessity of 
having the extra brick course.

Q. I recently had my house tuck 
pointed in back and now I notice 
some of the bricks and the pointing 
have a white substance like chalk 
markings on them. This can be 
wiped off, but reappears again. 
What is the cause and is there any 
remedy? What is the correct mix- 
ture for tuck pointing. |

A. The chalk marks that you no- 
tice are efflorescence which is 
caused by moisture getting into the 
wall. Upon evaporation of this 
moisture salts are carried to the 
surface, causing the white deposit. 
Continue to wipe the surface and 
the deposit will eventually cease. 

Tuck pointing is usually done 
with a mixture of one part cement 
to one and one-half parts screened 
sand.

Q. I have a hot-water heating 
system in my houge, and unless the 
furnace is going full tilt I get no 
heat in my third-floor radiators. 
Can you suggest what the trouble 
might be?

A. Your system is doubtless one 
in which pressure valves are used 
instead of an expansion tank. Such 
valves are usually set at the. fac- 
tory to take care of two-story 
houses. Where they are installed 
in three-story houses they should 
be adjusted to suit.

More Attractive Lines and Safety 

Factors Emphasized—Will Be 

| Introduced on Nov. 7. 

The new Chevrolet cars for 1937 
will not only be more attractively 
styled and have incfeased safety 
factors in their all-steel bodies, but 
also will have increased power for 
acceleration and hill climbing, and 
oil economy engine features, C. P. 
Fisken, advertising manager for 
the Chevrolet Motor Co., said during 
a visit here Tuesday. The new 
Chevrolets will be publicly intro- 
duced Nov. 7. 

The Chevrolet Co., Fisken said, 
has set aside a $12,000,000 advertis- 
ing budget for the coming year, and 
has allotted 65 per cent of it to 
advertising in newspapers, which 
the company will again rely on to 
do the heavy duty work in sales 
promotion. 

Fisken pointed out that Chevro- 
let believed in advertising even 
Lmore heavily when times were slow 
than when they were good. “Dur- 
ing the depression,” he said, “we 
did not cut our advertising budget, 
but kept building up our, prestige 
through it, with the result fhat now 
that the clouds have lifted, we are 
reaping a rich harvest.” 

‘ 49 Per Cent Volume Gain. 

He noted that in the 1936 model 
sales year Chevrolet gained 49 per 
cent in volume over the previous 
year whereas tHe industry as a 
whole registered a gain of 19 per 
cent. Fisken said that 1937 would 
be a banner year for automobile 
sales regardless of the outcome of 
the election. 

He was accompanied” by” Varley 
Young of the Campbell-Ewald Co., 
the Chevrolet advertising agency. 
They departed Wednesday by plane 
for the Texas Centennial Exposi- 
tion at Dallas. 

More than 300 newspaper men 
and magizine representatives took 
their first pre-announcement look 
at the new 1937 Chevrolet recently 
at the General Motors Proving 
Ground near Milford, Mich. 

M. E. Coyle, president of Chevro- 
let, and W. E. Holler, general sales 
manager, spoke briefly. E. A. Nim- 
nicht, director of retail sales. for 
Chevrolet, explained the new car 
features, which cost the company 
$26,000,000 in manufacturing equip- 
ment to install in the 1937 line. Two 
automobile reporters acted as unof- 
ficial “watch dogs” in a novel dem- 
onstration of the improved power 
plant under the Chevrolet hood. 

The 1937 car left a 1936 model in 
the middle of an 11.6 per cent grade 
as it pulled over the summit. Both 
had started from scratch in high 
gear at 15 miles an hour. Both were 
new cars. 

The steering stability of Chev- 
rolet’s knee action models was 
demonstrated when a driver blew 
out his left front tire at 50 miles 
per hour by means of dynamite 
caps, and brought his machine to a 
stop without wavering or weaving. 

Chevrolet’s achievement of all- 
time sales recorded in 1936, under a 
policy which made newspapers the 
front line of the company’s adver- 
tising offensive, has dictated con- 
tinuance of that policy in 1937, 
especially for the announcement 
of the forthcoming new models, C. 
P. Fisken, advertising Manager, 
told the newspaper men.

Vacuumatic spark advance, in 
combination with centrifugal ad- 
‘ ance, is said to give correct timing 
under-all driving. conditions. Octane 
selectors are provided for efficiency 
with varying grades of fuel.

“We have decided now to take 
the gasoline buyer into our confi- 
dence.

“wéether changéf’With gaso- 
line tailored as a cold wave, or 
warm spell, breaks. This gives our 
gasoline fast start and high mile- 
age, because the gasoline fits the 
weather. 

“This ‘news story’ takes quite a 
few words to tell, and newspapers 
naturally were our choice to carry 
the brunt of the campaign.”

It 
is paid in one sum once a week, 
and one clerk working 15 minutes 
a week could do all that is neces- 
sary.” 


FR. COUGHLIN SAYS NEW DEAL 
IS ‘GOLD MINE TO FOREIGNERS’ 


Charges Administration Is Prepar- 
ing Financial Aid for England 
and France. 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., Oct, 24.—The 
Rev. Charles E. Coughlin said to- 
night in a radio address that 
“America is preparing to extend 
money or credit as she did before 
to England and France for the con- 
duct of impending bloodshed.” 

He said that “soon the drums will 
beat; soon the bugles will blow, 
summoning the flower of American 
youth, in the name of patriotism, 
to defend in 1937 or 1938 the same 
international bankers whom we sus- 
tained in 1917 and 1918.” 

As a “substantiating fact,” he 
said that Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau had failed to take 
full advantage of the war debt 
funding agreements to obtain pay- 
ment “lest it interfere” with the 
payment of loans which private 
bankers had made in Europe. 

He said that James P. Warburg, 
whose family, he said, established 
the Federal Reserve banks, was 
against the New Deal until “Amer- 
ica came. to the rescue of the in- 
térnational bafikers in London and 
Paris.” In conclusion, he said: 

“We must vote out of existence 
a New Deal administration which, 
pretending to be a friend of the 
poor, has been a friend to the bank- 
ers, professing to be Godsend to the 
American, has been a gold mine to 
the foreigner. ‘Roosevelt or ruin’ 
has certainly proven: itself to be 
Roosevelt and Ruin.”

STORES REPORT SALES GAINS 


“Week Ending Wednesday Business

STRIKE AT EAST SIDE 
PRILLIPS PLANT ENDS 


Dispute Over Firing of Union 
Head to Be Referred to 
Conciliator. 


Employes of the Phillips Petro- 
leum Co.'s storage and blending 
plant, south of East St. Louis, will 
return to work this week following 
the settlement yesterday of «a 


strike, which caused the closing 
of the plant Oct. 17. 

The settlement was reached at the 
offices of the National Labor Re- 
lations Board in the Federal] Build- 
ing during a conference attended 
by William F. White, Federal labor 
conciliator; R. C, Jopling, director 
of public relations for the Phillips 
company; William Schoenburg, 
American Federation of Labor or- 
ganizer, and representatives of Lo- 
cal Union No. 18980 and of the La- 
bor Board. 

Failure of a company representa- 
tive to appear at a meeting of the 
Labor Board on Oct. 16 to discuss 
the case of W. J. Arens, president 
of Local No, 18980, who was dis- 
charged by the company, resulted 
in thé calling of the strike that af- 
ternoon by Schoenburg. Strike 
pickets placed barricades before 
the five entrances to the plant and 
no gasoline deliveries were attempt- 
ed by the company. 

Terms of Agreement. 

It was agreed at the meeting yes- 
terday that a working contract 
reached between the company and 
Local No. 18980 in March, 1934, 
should continue in full effect. Un- 
der the contract, grievances which 
cannot be settled by the company 
and the union, are to be taken be- 
fore a conciliator of the United 
States Department of Labor. It was 
stated that the Arens case, in which 
Arens charged he was dismissed 
because of union activity, would be 
disposed of in that manner. The 
decision of the conciliator will be 
binding on both parties. 

The storage plant has a normal 
force of 90 employes, of whom 60 
are eligible for membership in 
Local No: 18980. Union leaders 
claim “a good majority” of the 
number eligible. 

In reply to Arens’ charges, 
Jopling stated that the union presi- 
dent was not fired, but, due to a 
reduction in work he was offered a 
job in Oklahoma, which he re- 
fused. The company contended it 
had never declined to meet with 
employes’ representatives on mat- 
ters of mutual interest. 

Moving of Train at Plant. 

The only serious excitement dur- 
ing the strike occurred last Thurs- 
day afternoon, when a train, con- 
sisting of two Pullman coaches, two 
boxcars and a water tender, was 
moved onto a siding inside the 
storage plant. Strikers demanded 
permission to inspect the train, and 
reported they were intimidated by 
a guard armed with a machine 
gun. 

Leonard Bajork, regional director 
of the Labor Board, and his at- 
torney, David C. Shaw, requested 
permission to inspect the premises. 
They said Jopling denied their re- 
quest until he had consulted his 
attorney, next day. Sheriff Henry 
L. Siekmann of St. Clair County 
made an inspection Thursday night, 
and reported he saw no machine 
guns. Gas bombs, which the Sheriff 
said he found on the premises, were 
placed in charge of special deputy 
sheriffs guarding the property. 


UNION STRIKE CALL REISSUED 
AT PITTSBURGH PLATE GLASS 


Negotiations Collapse; Six Plants 
Designated, Including That 
at Crystal City, Mo. 
By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 24. — Glenn 
S. McCabe, president of the Feder- 
ation of Flat Glass Workers, or- 
dered a strike into effect tonight 
in six plants of thd Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Co, McCabe asserted nego- 
tiations with company representa- 
tives for a new contract to replace 
one expiring Oct. 31 had collapsed. 

The company, McCabe said, re- 
fused the Federation’s demand for 
a closed shop and also turned down 
an alternative plan which would 
have given union workers prefer- 
ence in employment and the right 
to seek additional members in the 
plants. 

Factories at which McCabe called 
the strike are at Clarksburg, W, 
Va.; Ford City and Creighton, Pa.; 
Crystal City, Mo., Mount Vernon, 
O., and Henryetta, Ok. The plant 
at Barberton, O., which manufac- 
tures chemicals for use in glass

‘Curb Radiations by 
Electrical Devices. 


UNICIPALITIES throughout 
the country are adopting local 
ordinances designed to prevent 
interference with radio reception 
caused by electrical devices, nohed- 
ing street car trolleys, elevators, 
X-ray machines and the like. 

In fact, to encourage the adop- 
tion of such ordinances, which re- 
quire owners of these devices to 


| shield them at the source of the in- 


terfering radiations, an organiza- 
tion has been formed in New York 
under the name of the National 
Committee for the Control of Radio 
Interference that is headed by 
Frank L. Carter. 

This organization is urging ev- 
erywhere the adoption of the model 
ordinance drawn up by attorneys 


\for the old Federal Radio Commis- 


sion when it was faced with the 
problem and found that its inter. 
state commerce powers did not cov- 
er local conditions. 

That proposed ordinance makes 
it unlawful for “any person, firm, 
association or corporation to know- 
ingly or wantonly operate or cause 
to be operated any mechanical de- 
vice, apparatue or instrument of 
any kind within the corporate lim- 
its between the hours of — and 12 
midnight, the operation of which 
shall cause reasonably preventable 
electrical interference with radio

Opposing Lawyers in Suit Were 
Winning—Oratory Was 
Needed. 
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Events leading up to the famous 
eulogy to the dog by the late Sen- 
ator George G. Vest have been . 
covered by Harry Norman, former 
newspaper man and now copy edi- 
tor for the Historical Records Sur- 
vey in Missouri. He consulted the 
Congressional Library, New York 
and St. Louis public libraries and 
the files of the Missouri Historical 
Society. 

In many of the sources he found 
mention of the case, but only one 
complete account, printed 20 years 
ago in a magazine for dog breed- 
ers. The material gathered by 
Norman will probably be included 
in the Missouri Guide, being pre- 
pared as a Federal writers’ project. 

The dog Senator Vest had in 
mind when he delivered his oft- 
quoted tribute was Old Drum, & 
black-and-tan hound owned by 
Charles Burden, farmer, in 1869, 
in Johnson County in the western 
part of the State.. The hound was 
known as “the dog that never lied” 
because it was the one hunter 
which could be depended on never 
to give a false alarm when seeking 
the trail of deer, wolves or rac- 
coons. 

Told Game by Dog’s Bark. 

“T can always tell by his bark 
what kind of game he is chasing,” 
Burden used to tell his neighbors. 
But about that time one neighbor, 
Leonidas Hornsby, began complain- 
ing that he was losing sheep in 
night raids by dogs. Milk and 
butter were also being taken from 
caves and tallow from a smoke- 
house on his property. 

Hornsby made it known that he 
would shoot any dog prowling on his 
premises. One autumn day a mem- 
ber of his family said there was 
a strange dog in the yard. “Shoot 
him,” Hornsby ordered, and the 
man obeyed. 

Next day Old Drum was found 
dead near the Hornsby home. Bur- 
den lost no time in filing suit in 
a Justice of the Peace court for 
$50 damages, but the jury failed 
to agree. Before a new trial could 
be heard, threats were made by 
both sides,

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OBODY has yet found a way

chin, It follows a policy of ex- 
pansion, is not of a retiring disposi- 
tion, and there is no health in it. 
As soon as a chin decides to take 
to itself a partner, right then its 
ambitions should be nipped in the 
‘bud. It gives warning of doubling

| Twin chins are the penalty the 
fat girl pays for liking her groceries

ticularly disfiguring at first, but 
left to its own devices it assumes 
the outlines of a pelican’s pouch. 

When it reaches a certain stage 

it starts to collapse. That condition 
comes along in advanced or middle 
age. The expansion has stretched 
the skin fabric, underlying tissues 
begin to weaken, sags result. It 
is practically impossible to shrink 
the cuticle after that, or to harden 
the underlying fibers. The only 
remedy is the surgeon's knife. 
Plastic surgery is used successfully 
in such cases.

BUT WHY let the thing develop? 
Take Time by the cowlick and fore- 
stall the throat bulge. Lecal treat- 
ment is bound to win out. Any 
facial operator will tell you that 
rolling two chins into a state of 
single blessedness is not a tough 
job. In the early stages it can be 
done. 

Before starting the nightly treat- 
ment, wash the face with warm 
water and soap. The glowing skin 
laps up oils more quickly than a 
cold surface. Use a heavy massage 
cream or toilet lanoline. Lanoline is 
in the front ranks as a massage 
medium. It is healing and absor- 
bent. The skin likes it. Spread it 
on with flattened fingers, starting 
at the collar bones, working up- 
ward. Throw the head backward 
while doing it, so the fibers will be 
tightened. Do a brisk slapping.

THAT IS the preliminary ‘treat- 
ment. Now you are to crush the 
developing fat cells. You do it by 
picking up the flesh in tiny folas, 
rolling between thumb and first 
finger. Use both hands. Start at 
the tip of the chin, work along the 
jaw bones. Go nipping underneath. 
Three minutes of that. Don't be 
too violent. Use plenty of cream 
so the flesh will not be bruised. 
You have been demolishing adl- 
pose tissue. That's not all. You 
must guard against flabbiness. So 
stroke and smooth, thumb on one 
side of the neck, fingers on the 
other. 

There is more to be done. While 
the cream is on, turn the head 
from side to side with a hard mus- 
cle pull. Keep your teeth together, 
under lip pushed against the upper 
one. Clasp your hands behind 


your neck, lift and lower the chin. 


Follow with an ice rub. . Dip 
a bit ef gauze in witch hazel or 
some other astringent, hold the 
compress in place with a chin 
strap, go to bed.

THE BED, believe it or not, 
will still probably be used as a bed, 
but in a decidedly new guise. The 
head-board may have the center 
portion upholstered in either a silk 
fabric or in chintz, depending on 
whether a formal or informal ef- 
fect is desired and it is attractive 
to have the bedspreads made _ to 
match. The surrounding frame 
may be stripped of any excrescences 
of decoration or, if this is impos- 
sible, it too may be covered with 
the material. The foot-board may 
be removed entirely save for the 
feet and supporting structure and 
the spread may be made long 
enough to fall on the floor.

The highboy or chiffonier which 
will undoubtedly come with the 
set may be made into a piece suit- 
able for the living room. To ob- 
tain a drop-front desk you should 
remove the center drawers, build 
in a series of compartments as in 
a regular desk and attach a hinged 
panel which will raise and lower as 
desired. Or you may make a cab- 
inet for holding ornaments or 
books by removing the center 
drawers, painting or papering the 
inside of the cabinet and put plain 
shelves across to hold the decora- 
tive objects.

Shades by Hand 
Popular Again 


Reflector and Here’s Some

and the crochet hook are busy 

turning yarn and cotton into 
dresses and hats and gloves, other 
handicrafts are by no means neg- 
lected.. With the revival of knit- 
ting has come a revival of lamp 
shade making, and many stores 
that closed up their classes in this 
subject have not only started them 
again, but have been forced to allot 
additional space. 

The lamp shades being made to- 
day aren’t the simple parchment 
affairs that we used to make and 
decorate with such an air of pride. 
No, they are the fine silk ones that 
look and are expensive. A good 
silk shade has to be made of fine 
materials, by hand, if it is to hold 
up and do its job properly, some- 
thing that we invariably are told 
when we go to buy a silk shade 
and complain about its cost. 

But once we have mastered the 
art of silk lamp shade making, it 
isn’t at all an expensive proposi- 
tion to donate a lovely shade to 
every lamp in the house, done the 
way we like them and in colors that 
are just right for the room. 


—-0-0-— 


WHATEVER the color and the 
style, let the materials and fabric 
be of the best. For what’s the use 
of putting hand work into some- 
thing that isn’t of the best? There 
are special lamp shade silks avail- 
able in all shades; also silks for the 
lining. Pure silk binding tape and 
manila thread also will be on the 
list. 

First the frame must be taped. 
Then the lining silk, on the proper 
bias, is laid inside the frame loose- 
ly, to be smoothed to fit around half 
the upper rim for pinning into 
place. When properly pinned and 
moored, the lining is sewed on, 
pulled oVer the rims and the sides 
while holding the frame by the 
spokes. Small, neat overcast 
stitches are in order. Care must 
be taken when the two halves meet 
at the mooring poles to hold the 
fabric tightly. Pin it smoothly and 
sew it down flat to avoid all marks 
or ridges. Cut off carefully and 
close to stitching when the lining 
has been perfectly adjusted and 
tightly sewn. 


—-0-Oo0-— 


FOR the shade itself, the same 
procedure is used, the material be- 
ing placed over just one-half of the 
frame, using the same mooring 
poles. After the fabric has been 
adjusted taut, pinned and sewn, the 
edges are turned back and another 
stitching made in the opposite di- 
rection to insure an even finish 
along the rims.. After the final 
stitching, the superfluous material 
is entirely cut away up the sides 
and around the tops. 

Covering the side seams with 
bias folds is an important step in 
the procedure of silk lamp shade 
making. Cut a true band about 
an inch wide and just a little 
longer than the side seam. Fold 
the outer edges together so that 
they meet in the center of the fold; 
then fold again. Pin in place over 
the seam, then slip stitch to the 
fabric, taking care that stitches do 
not show on either side. Then the 
shade is ready for the trimming to 
be applied with slip stitches. 

Maybe this does sound rather 
complicated, but really we hope 
that it isn’t going to keep you from 
obtaining expert instruction so that 
you, too, can join the army of handy 
women who enjoy making lamp 
shades for their homes, as gifts to 
friends and for sale at bazaars. 


Cleaning of Gloves 


Skin gloves will regain much of 
their original freshness if washed 
in warm soapy water. The simplest 
method is to put the gloves on the 
hands and gently rub them in the 
warm, soapy water, but different 
skins require different treatment, 
and the wisest plan is to find out 
from the saleswoman when you are 
buying gloves which is the best way 
to wash the particular type you 
have chosen.

executed in a style aptly termed 
American Federal by the archi- 
tect, Ralph Hall. Reminiscent of 
a more gracious day and way of 
living, and situated as it is on a 
bluff overlooking the Mississippi, 
one has a feeling of having been 
transported to an old Southern 
plantation and into another age. 
And yet upon realizing that this 
héuse has every modern conven- 
ience, even to air-conditioning, and 
has been executed in a completely 
contemporary spirit, one sees that 
it could only have been built today.

LOW, one-story - affair, built 
A on a four-sided plan around 
enclosed patio, and nestling 
among the towering trees which 
enclose it, the house by its very 
classic simplicity, seems to fit per- 
fectly into its surroundings. Of 
red brick with a copper roof, the 
front and the river side are the 
two featured portions of the house. 
The former has an entrance portico 
with a simple classical pediment 
upheld by square columns, while the 
latter has a semi-circular bay set 
off by round columns.

Directions for Preparing a 
Well-Balanced Plate and a 
Loaf. ;

OUSEWIV2ES are always on the 
Hrcokout for new vegetable dish 

‘recipes. We offer this batch, 
hoping that although they may not 
be new to some, they will be to 
many others, The assortment starts 
off with a vegetable plate that is 
always welcome. 

Our version of a well-balanced 
platter includes artichoke, broccoli, 
stuffed tomate, baked potato and 
carrots. Soak with stem up, then 
wash to remove grit from’artichoke. 
After cooking, the tops of the tough 
outside leaves and the top may be 
cut off, if desired. Remove the 
choke (the spiny fibers just above 
the stem) and press the leaves back 
in place. Soak the broccoli well in 
water before cooking. If stalks are 
tough, pare them and cook 15 to 20 
minutes or until tender. Serve with 
butter, Hollandaise or Tarragon 
sauce. 

Select and scrape small carrots. 
If only large ones are available, 
scrape them on large holes of grat- 
er or cut into match-stick slivers, 
Cook in salted water until barely 
tender. For stuffed tomato, cut 
tops from tomatoes, remove pulp 
and drain lightly. Then mix pulp 
with salt, shredded cabbage or cel- 
ery and a bit of mayonnaise. Top 
each tomato with deviled ham and 
mayonnaise. Wash baking potatoes, 
grease lightly and bake. When 
cooked, break open by cutting across 
the top, then press down on the 
sides. Steam will escape and leave 
the potato light and fluffy. 


VEGETABLE LOAF is a grand 
way of utilizing left-over cooked 
vegetables, such as string beans, 
carrots, onions, broccoli, peas, limas 
and potatoes cut into small pieces. 
Prepare two and one-half cups. Beat

dium. To the meat and onions add 
one tablespoon of flour and brown, 
then add one teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce, one-half pint tomato 
juice, salt and pepper, one-half can 
peas. Cover the meat thoroughly 
with this sauce and bake in slow 
oven one hour and half, 
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Burnt food can be made palata- 
ble if the pan containing it is im- 
mediately placed in cold water. Un- 
less very badly burnt, the food, 
when taken out, will retain no trace 
of the burning. If it is insufficient- 
‘ly cooked the cooking should be 
continued, adding seasoning and 
melted butter, or a garnish that pos- 
sesses a distinct flavor. 


Tongue Griddle Cakes 


Soak a pint of bread crumbs in 
half a pint of boiling milk, add 
some finely chopped tongue, two 
beaten eggs, two tablespoons melt- 
ed butter, salt and pepper to taste. 
Make griddle very hot, grease it 
well and drop on spoonfuls of the

Beet Soup 


OOK together one onion finely 
minced and four tablespoons of 
butter until the onion is soft 
and yellow. Add four tablespoons 
of flour and stir to a paste. Gradu- 
ally stir in six cups of well seasoned 
veal or chicken stock. Stir until 
boiling. Grate three cooked beets 
and mix with one-fourth cup of di- 
luted spiced vinegar and one-third 
cup of finely chopped celery. Add to 
the soup and let simmer for 15 
minutes. Serve with crutons and 
chopped watercress. 


Fricasseed Pork Chops 


Salt and pepper and roll in flour 
pork chops which have been cut 
about one inch thick. Lightly brown 
in the Dutch oven with one-fourth 
cup of chopped onion. Add enough 
water to barely cover. Cover and 
simmer very slowly for one hour. 


Sweet Potato Dumplings 
Sift one cup of flour with three 
teaspoons of baking powder and 
one-half teaspoon of salt. Cut in 
one tablespoon of lard, then one 
cup of cooked and diced sweet po- 
tatoes. Slowly add one-half cup of 
milk. Drop by spoonfuls on top of 
the fricasseed chops. Cover and let 

steam from 20 to 25 minutes. 


Cabbage, Hollandaise 


Remove the outside leaves from 
cabbage, cut in quarters and re- 
move tough stalk. Soak in cold 
water for 20 minutes. Drain and 
cook in boiling water to which is 
added one-fourth teaspoon of soda. 
Cook for about 15 minutes. Drain 
and cut in small pieces and place 
in a serving dish. Cover with a 
Sauce made as follows: Divide one- 
half cup of butter in three pieces, 
place one.part in a saucepan with 
one tablespoon of lemon juice and 
the yolks of two eggs; place the 
saucepan in a larger one contain- 
ing boiling water and stir con- 
stantly, add the second piece of 
butter and as the mixture thickens, 
the third piece. Do not overcook 
as it will curdle. Should this hap- 
pen add a small amount of cream 
and beat hard. 


Green Apple Sauce 


Quarter apples and remove coré, 
Place in a steamer over hot water 
and steam until soft. Press through 
a colander. Sweeten to taste and 
add the peel of a lemon and a little 
lemon juice. 


Gingerbread Cheese Squares 


One-half cup of butter. 

One-half cup of brown sugar. 

One cup of molasses. 

One teaspoon of soda dissolved 
in one-half cup of boiling water. 

Two cups of sifted flour. 

Two eggs. 

One teaspoon each of cinnamoa 
and ginger. 

One-half teaspoon of cloves. 

One-fourth teaspoon of alspice. 

One-half teaspoon of salt. 

Cream the butter and sugar well. 
Sift and measure flour and sift 
again with the spices. Add the 
well-beaten eggs to the butter and 
sugar, then the molasses and the 
sifted dry ingredients. Add _ the 
soda and beat hard. Pour into an 
8 by 10-inch buttered and floured 
pan and let bake about 30 minutes 
in a moderate oven. Cut in squares 
while still warm, split and spreed 
with cream cheese beaten with 
enough cream to make smootb. 
Then fold in a little whipped 
cream. On top pile more of the 
cheese mixture.

Ter. HAVE been many uses 


for which dogs have been 
trained, but no more unusual 
experiment was ever attempted 
than the one started in this coun- 
try seven years ago by a few men 


and women who previously had 


spent nearly 10 years in Europe in 
the study and development of 
dogs to assist blind persons. 

The experimental stage is over. 
Men and women who once were de- 
pendent on some person to assist 
or lead them, now take trips and 
enjoy the freedom of a walk along 
crowded thoroughfares, guided by 
dogs. 

Today there are more than 200 
“Seeing Eye” dogs guiding factory 
workers, newspaper men, lawyers, 
salesmen and even youngsters to 
business and college. Hundreds 
more are awaiting their chance. 


IN 1928 Morris S. Frank, a young, 
blind Southerner, accepted the in- 
vitation of Mrs. Harrison Eustis to 
go to Switzerland, where she and 
Elliot S. Humphrey, the geneticist, 
were investigating the intelligence 
of dogs in relation to service to 
mankind. The experimental sta- 
tion was called Fortunate Fields. 
Dogs had been put into service 
to patrol the Swiss national bor- 
ders for the customs service, were 
used by the Swiss State Police, the 
Italian Metropolitan Police, for liai- 
son service in the Swiss army and 
for trailing and finding missing per- 
sons. 

Frank went to Switzerland and 
started instructions with Buddy, 
the dog chosen for him. When his 
instructions were completed he 
returned to the United States to 
test the work under American 
traffic conditions which were 
vastly more complex than those of 
Germany, where already some 
4000 dogs had been trained by the 
German Government to guide 
blinded war veterans, 

Frank, with Buddy to guide him, 
tested himself under every conceiv- 
able condition of traffic, traveling 
thousands of miles for trials in the 
most congested districts. Unaided 
he and Buddy never failed to mas- 
ter the most trying of these condi- 
tions. Frank cabled Mrs. Eustis 
and suggested to her that her phil- 
anthropic work be given to the 
American blind people and togeth- 
er they founded the “Seeing Eye.” 


@ FOR CENTURIES the German 
shepherd dog has been man’s com- 
panion and servant. Originally 4 
herding dog he has been developed 
with selective breeding in the last 
45 years and since 1914 interest in 
the breed has grown in most every 
country. Always a working dog 
his intelligence and loyalty have 
distinguished him for training in 
many different services. His cour- 
age has made him valuable in train- 
ing as a police dog and his clear- 
headed judgment, watchfulness and 
devotion has made him the choice 
of dogs in the blind-leading work. 


He is noble and dignified, not ag- 
gressive but is able and willing to 
protect himself and those he serves. 

The height of a male shepherd 
should be about 24 inches, while the 
female is about 22 to 23% inch- 
es. The body of the German 
shepherd is moderately long and he 
should have great depth of chest 
and should have a strong straight 
back. His neck is moderately long 
and should be carried slightly for- 
ward instead of erect. 

His tail is set on low and is 
rather bushy, must hang down with 
a slight curve to the side and never 
be carried over his back. His-head 
ghould be of a size in proportion 
to his body with the skull sloping 
toward the stop, which should not 
be too abrupt. His muzzle should 
be long and wedge shaped. The 
ears are of medium size set high 
on the head and carried erect. The 
eyes are dark in color and should 
have an alert intelligent expression. 
The shepherd dog must have an 
easy gait. Therefore, angulation of 
the hindquarters and sloping shoul- 
der blade and upper arm to make 
up for the stride of the hindquar- 
ters is necessary to allow him free 
movement as he is essentially a 
trotting dog. His feet are round 
and firm with well arched toes. The 
coat of the shepherd dog varies in 
color and texture, the most popular 
being a smooth coat which should 
be dense. Colors run from black 
and tan to wolf gray and mixed 
colors. 

His general appearance is one of 
power to think and act, and he 
needs no artificial coloring for the 
show ring. He is always an ideal 
companion and watch dog.

Modern View 
Of Expectant 
Mother's Diet 


Calcium Content of Food|} 


- Should Be Increased— 
Heavy Eating. Unneeded.

HE prospective mother. always 

inquires of her physician what 

her diet should be. This is part 
of the prenatal care which modern 
medical science advises should be 
instituted early. The nature of the 
advice given on this subject de- 
pends on circumstances. When the 
mother’s constitution is affected by 
her condition, especially the kid- 
neys, some change in the diet may 
be required. 

But ordinarily, under normal con- 
ditions, no special diet is usually ad- 
vised. There was an old saying 
that the prospective mother should 
eat for two, but this is a false doc- 
trine, and is liable to result in an 
uncomfortable amount of obesity 
after the birth, also possibly an 
unduly heavy baby. It is true that 
she should try to increase the cal- 
cium in her ordinary diet, for there 
is a heavy calcium drain at this 
time, and the mother’s teeth may 
be attacked in nature’s effort to 
get enough calcium to form the 
baby’s bones. But calcium is easily 
supplied by providing for extra 
milk. 

The diet for the expectant moth- 
er should include all the food ele- 
ments, just as any ordinary healthy 
diet should. It should have fresh 
fruits and fruit juices, vegetables, 
milk, eggs, meat, bread, etc. There 
should be, as in a normal diet, 
enough of the accessory food fac- 
tors, the vitamins as found in 
yeast, butter and eggs. There 
should be, as in a normal diet, 
enough roughage.

HE diet advised by one of the 
best of the little booklets written 
by reliable members of the medical 
profession on the subject is as fol- 
lows: 

“We suggest a diet as follows, 
with no intention that it includes 
everything permissable or that it 


is all necessary, but that ii is suf- 


ficient. Selections may be made 
from it with safety. 

“Fluids: Any kind, freely. 

“Raw foods: Milk, cream, butter, 
oranges, bananas. 

“Bread and cereal free from bran. 

“Meats: Any kind, steaks, chops, 
roast meats, fowl, bacon, eggs, 
cheese. 

“Fruits: Cooked fruit of any 
kind. As much of the peeling as 
possible should be removed. Add 
sugar if desired. 

“Vegetables: Potatoes, tomatoes, 
peas, beans, corn. Cook all thor- 
oughly. All of the coarser vegeta- 
bles should have the peeling and 
the fiber removed as much as pos- 
sible, and should be thoroughly 
cooked if they are used.”

spoken. We need it, because life 
is so hectic and over-stimulated to- 
day that we are living on our 
nerves, and they are worn to a fraz- 
zle and we get on our own nerves. 
“And especially du we need some 
such technique as the three R’s 
which you talked about—a little 
more about how to use it. Some of 
us are trying it with benefit. It is 
the most practical thing I have 


found. so far—more sensible and 
useable. It is odd how we have to 


‘| work so hard to hold ourselves to- 


gether.” % : 

This is one of many such re- 
quests, and it is a joy to. do it be- 
cause it is needed. We take great 
pains with our food in order to 
keep our bodies fit, and rightly so. 
We know that we must obey the 
laws of health or they will break 
us~—we do not break any law. It 
is the law that smashes us if we 


-| disobey it. 


In the same way, there are laws 
of mental and spiritual health and 
to disobey is to suffer. It will 
‘mean much if we realize that the 
inner life of the mind is also a mat- 
ter of law, not a whim: or haphaz- 
ard chance... To know those laws 
and obey then? is the only secret, 


_| almost too simple to be found out. 


Dr. Karl Menninger, in his study 
of “The Human Mind,” defines men- 
tal health as ‘the ability to main- 
tain- an even temper, an alert in- 
telligence, socially considerate be- 
havior, and a happy disposition.” 
Judged by that test most of us are 
healthy only at times and in spots, 
and our job is to increase the size 
and number of the spots. 

Of course, the key-word in the 
definition is the word “maintain,” 
to keep our poise and not have so 
many lapses into unhealthy moods 
and fits of temper or of gloom. The 
little piece of technique called the 
three R's .: very useful and helpful 
to that end, and if we learn how 
to use it—practicing it faithfully 
and regularly—it will do much to 
help us to “maintain” our sanity. 


SOMEONE put it in three words, 
easy to remember—Relax, Realize, 
and Resolve. Put otherwise, let go, 
lay hold, and hold on. But first 
we must let go, let down, unwind, 
be still—even passive; and a few 
moments each day, say 10 minutes, 
morning, noon or night, will work 
wonders. The time does not mat- 
ter, just so we do it deliberately,

Four of 
the Prince's gentlemen witnessed 
the ceremony and with the Duch- 
ess signed the deposition which was 
then drawn up. 

After she returned to her home, 
Mrs. Fitzherbert recognized that 
the ceremony had, of course, no 
value at all, and realizing her dan- 
ger in the situation, left England 
the next morning. ‘The Prince at- 
tempted to follow her, but discov- 
ered that as heir-apparent he could 
not leave England without permis- 
sion of the King, which was, of 
course, refused. George pleaded 
with Maria Fitzherbert to return, 
and even offered her a morganatic 
marriage according to the laws of 
Hanover, but she declined. 

Finally, after a year of pleading 
letters from George, Mrs. Fitzher- 
bert returned to England and on 
the 15th of December, 1785, she and 
George were married according to 
the rites of the Church of England 
in the drawing-room of her house 
in Park Lane. The Rev. Rob- 
ert Burt performed the ceremony, 
and her uncle and brother were 
witnesses and signed the certificate 
‘of marriage which was written out 
by the Prince in his own hand.

George 
was at one time, as Edward now 
seems to be, willing to risk his right 
to the crown to marry the lady of 
his affections, but by trickery he 
gained his immediate objective and 
eventually became King of England 
because Maria Fitzherbert, assured 
by the Pope that her marriage was 
legal, made no issue when the con- 
scienceless George married Caro- 
line of Brunswick to induce Parlia- 
ment to provide him with money to 
take care of his debts. 


Invariably dignified, Maria Fitz- 
herbert was much the same type 
of woman as Mrs. Simpson. Like 
Maria Fitzherbert, Mrs. Simpson 
comes from an excellent, if not 
royal family.

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Ida M. Tarbell Shows Traditional Small Units 


Were Swallowed Up in Nationalizing 
Process of ’80s and ’90s.

NE of the commonest complaints of leaders of industry and busi- 


() against present-day governmental restraints on business en- 
terprise is that such regulations run counter to traditional Ameri- 


can principles. 


Apparently these objectors have forgotten how com- 


pletely business revolutionized the national economy a half century 
ago by setting up vast combinations of business power on a national 
gale to take the place of the traditionally democratic small business 
yit which had come down from the founding of the nation. 


This is the thought that will 
impress itself on many readers of 
yiss Ida M. Tarbell’s new book, 
“The Nationalizing of Business,” 
published by the Macmillan Co. 
Holding up a mirror for our own 
troubled times, the veteran pub- 
licist shows how the leaders of 
the business world of the ’80s and 
‘9s vied with one another in 
building an economic structure 
wholly foreign to that accepted 
and approved only a short time 
before as in keeping with the 


‘democratic philosophy underlying 


American self-government, 


“Sign Posts for the Future.” 


The volume, which is a unit in 
“The History of American Life’”’ 
series, deals for the most part 
with the material changes in the 
United States in the final two dec- 
ades of the last century, but its 
report of the maldistribution of 
wealth, the paradox of poverty 
alongside of plenty, the ups and 
downs of the business cycle, the 
battles between capital and labor, 
the disadvantage of the farmer 
and the imperilment of democracy 
‘by the concentration of economic 
power makes illuminating reading 
today. 

In these earlier efforts at solu- 
tion, in the failures as well as 
the successes, “‘wise men of our 
own day may find signposts for 
the future,”’ say the editors of the 
series, Dr. Arthur M. Schlesinger, 
professor of American history in 
Harvard, author of “New View- 
points in American History” and 
“The Rise of the City,” and Dr. 
Dixon Ryan Fox, president of 
Union College, Schenectady, N. Y., 
formerly professor of history in 
Columbia University,

Taking up first the extension of 
the national territory and the at- 
tendant rapid growth in popula- 
tion in the decades after the Civil 
War, the author shows how the 
times and forces set the stage for 
this economic revolution. A 
larger nation called for faster 
transportation and swifter com- 
munications. Railroads were built 
and the telegraph and telephone 
spread their nets of wire over the 
country. Midway through her 
period, the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. was organized with 
a capital of $100,000 for the pur- 
pose of building and maintaining 
long distance lines for the Ameri- 
can Bell Co. In a few years 35 
subsidiaries — once independent 
companies. — had . been joined 
under it and the A. T. & T. could 
reorganize with a capital of $250,- 
000,000. 


Machine vs. Men. 


Recounting the rise of the in- 
dustrial trust, the author reports 
that whereas the trend toward 
combination in manufacturing 
was forced by what was called 
overproduction, a moré correct 
designation of the cause would be 
under consumption. She writes: 

“Through the use of machin- 
ery the manufacturer had learned 
how to double, treble or even 
more greatly multiply his output. 
He had been taking full advan- 
tage of every new labor-saving de- 
vice with little or no regard to 
its effect on either markets or la- 
bor. Where the efficient broom- 
maker had formerly kept 17 men 
busy making 500 dozen brooms in 
a week, he now had nine men 
turning out 1200 dozen. Carpet 
manufacturers were using one 
man where 30 years before they 
had used from 10 to 20. Where 
a first-class journeyman made 
from 600 to 1000 two-pound 
cans by hand, now with a ma- 
chine he turned out from 2000 
to 2500. <A 50 per cent displace- 
ment of labor was not unusual.” 

With this greater volume of 
products thrown onto the market 
before the absorption of displaced 
labor, purchasing power declined 


to the wall. Efforts to achieve 
a stability usually took the form 
of the pool, which Miss Tarbeli 
describes as ‘“‘a voluntary secret 
agreement of all or of a majority 
of the units of an industry to pro- 
duce and handle their product ac- 
cording to a fixed set of rules.’ 
A strong pool, such as that which 
controlled the salt industry, “did 
not hesitate, when challenged, to 
squeeze out a troublesome com- 
petitor.” That the competitor 
might be nearer to the traditional 
American ideal of small business 
enterprise was no consideration. 


Rise of the Trusts. 


Outstanding among those who 
substituted feudalism for democ- 
racy in the business world was 
John D. Rockefeller. Character- 
izing him as a detester of “free 
competition,” Miss Tarbell says 
that his plan literally was to 
take over the oil refining and 
marketing business of the coun- 
try to run it for the profit of 
those in the bination.

Have All the Advantages on Their Side

A politicians in Pennsylvania are asking 
each other what the greatly increased 
registration means. While Republicans and 
Democrats publicly and privately claim that 
the added voters assure their particular party 
of carrying the State and its important block 
of electoral votes, the question remains def- 
initely unanswered and probably will remain 
so until Nov. 3. This is in a State once con- 
sidered the bulwark of Republicanism, a 
State which gave Herbert Hoover a plurality 
of 167,592 in 1932 and Calvin Coolidge a 
plurality of 991,299 in 1924. The betting 
odds are even, with little money wagered so 
far. ‘ 
The Pennsylvania registration closed Sat- 
urday night ‘and while final tabulations are 
not yet available, the estimate of new regis- 
trants is between 800,000 and 900,000, an 
increase over the 1932 figures of almost 25 
per cent, with the Republican total still 600,- 
000 ahead of the Democratic. What is scar- 
ing the Republican leaders; however, is the 
fact that the Democrats increased their total 
from 1,691,173 for the State election last 
year to 2,065,744 for a net gain of 464,571, 
while the Republican increase was from 
2,361,491 to 2,661,730—only 30,339. 


Democratic Majorities 
in 1935 Election. 

These leaders remember that in the 1935 
election, George F. Earle, the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor, won by 66,329 votes, and 
Joseph F,. Guffey, the Democratic boss, de- 
feated David A. Reed for the Senate by 127,- 
138 votes, despite the fact that the Republic- 
ans had a registration advantage of almost 
a million voters, 

Thus, on the face of comparison between 
registration and actual votes, it would seem 
that the greatly increased Democratic regis- 
tration would give the State to Roosevelt 
over Landon this year; yet, while this may be 
the final outcome, those“high“in the State 
Democratic command are not so sure at this 
time, two weeks before the election?’ : 

The cause of these jitters is the coercion 
practiced by both parties in the registration, 
and the fact that leaders have found from 
experience that while they may be able to 
control the prospective voter when he regis- 
ters and knows his position will be a matter 
of public record, they have been unable to 
control him in the election booth. 


Charges of Coercion 
Can Be Substantiated. 


Each side accuses the other of coercion and 


the charges in general can be substantiated. 
There is no doubt of coercion of WPA and 
Federal Relief beneficiaries by the State Dem- 
ocratic machine, and the documentary evi- 
dence is overwhelming that the Republicans, 
working through the Pennsylvania Manufac- 
turers’ Association and other employers, have 
put the time-tried pressure on the working 
man or woman in the industrial areas. The 
latter may be only implied coercion, but a 
comparison of registration lists and votes in 
past elections discloses that industrial em- 
ployes have registered Republican and then 
voted Democratic. 

So far there has been no evidence that an 
employe has been fired for registering Demo- 
cratic, and there are some scattered instances 
where WPA workers have been dropped be-. 
cause they registered Republican instead of 
Democratic.

now they do not seem to know how to fight

With the aid of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion and labor’s Non-Partisan League, under 
the guidance of John L. Lewis, the Demo. 
cratic leaders have been able to build their 
organization from the precinct up, the only 
kind of enduring political machine. The dis- 
organized Republicans, aided by most of the 
newspapers of the State and the Republican 
National Committee’s radio programs, have 
done a lot of shouting but have not got down 
to the necessary doorbell ringing to get the 
people registered. The Republicans say they 
can’t get their machine back into its old- 
time form until 1940. 


Example of New 

Democratic Technique. 

The methods used in Pittsburgh and West- 
ern Pennsylvania are typical of the new Dem- 
ocratic technique. In 1932, Roosevelt car- 
ried Allegheny County, which includes Pitts- 
burgh, by 37,000 votes. In that year the 
Republican registration was 425,121, the 
Democratic only 49,654. This year the Re- 
publican registration dropped 91,397 to 
333,724, while the Democratic registration 
increased 293,658 to 343,312, thereby giv- 
ing the Democrats a clear registration ad- 
vantage of more than 10,000. As a result 
of this great switch, the Democrats claim 
they will carry Allegheny County for Roose- 
velt by 100,000, and the Republicans con- 
cede that it is lost to them by 50,000, 

Similar proportionate increases in the 
Democratic registration have been reported 
from other western counties, where the 
workers are employed in the soft coal mines, 
steel mills and other basic manufacturing in- 
dustries. The Democrats claim they will “zo 
over the mountains,” that is, leave the west- 
ern counties, with a Roosevelt majority of 
250,000. The Republicans say it will be less 
than 100,000,

Gov. Earle’s Complaint 

Against. Manufacturers. 

Gov. Earle has protested to Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cummings in Washington over the activi- 
ties of the Pennsylvania Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, which is still under the domination 
of Joseph R. Grundy, of tariff fame, and his 
State lieutenant, John M. Flynn. Earle has 
two complaints against the Manufacturers’ 
Association. The first is that it has written 
to employes stating that certain employes 
have registered Democratic and should be in- 
formed that their interests lie with a return 
of the Republican party to power, The other 
is that the association has asked employers to 
post in their shops and to put into the wage 
envelopes statements that the Social Security 
Act will take 1 per cent of the workers’ pay 
in 1937, gradually working up to 3 per cent 
in 1949. y 

The placards and inclosures say that the 
employers must act as collectors for the Fed- 
eral Government and that the receipts will 
be “used for the general purposes of the 
Government.” They do not state that the 
employers must match their payments and 
that the combined payments go to a Federal 
old age pension. The first reports were to 
the effect that these statements had im- 
pressed the workers. Later reports were 
that the trade union leaders had explained 
the Social Security Act to the workers and 
that the stunt was reacting against the Re- 
publicans.

“T am guilty of this,” said 
Zinoviev, “that next after Trotzky 
I was organizer of the Trotzky- 
Zinoviev bloc whose aim was the 
murder of Stalin, Voroshiloy and 
several other leaders of the gov- 
ernment, I was tho chief organ- 
izer of the Kiroy murder.” In 
similar vein one after another 
confessed. 

The connection led back to 
Trotzky, whose instructions for 
“removal by violence of the lead- 
ing persons in the Communist 
Party and the Soviet Govern- 
ment” were conveyed by his son 
Sedov to his chief representative 
in Russia, Smirnov, at a meeting 
in 1931 in Berlin. Smirnov then 
arranged with Zinoviev, in “‘sev- 
eral conversations’ for an amal- 
gamation of their two groups “on 
the basis of terrorism,” i, e., for 
the common purpose of political 
assassination.

In his incisive book, “The Twilight of the Su- 
preme Court,” Dr. Edward Samuel Corwin, professor 
of jurisprudence in Princeton University, divided the 
history of Federal spending roughly into three 
periods. From the founding of the Constitution to 
1830, the Hamiltonian or literal interpretation of the 
general welfare clause governed generally. From 
1830 to the Civil War, Madison’s view that spending 
was to be strictly confined was stated repeatedly 
in presidential vetoes, but national expenditures in- 
creasingly spread into “new ‘non-Federal’ fields.”

tion to admit the full Hamiltonian thesis, has deci- 
sively refused to thrust its sickle into this dread 
field.” 

In any case, the country confronts a reality and 
not a theory in this matter. Do we want to concen- 
trate power and influence in Federal authority 
through Federal spending? Do we want to enable 
the party in power to perpetuate itself in office 
through its control of the public purse? Do we want 
to open the way for congressional approval of the 
unsound Townsend plan or some other fundamentally 
mistaken panacea? Do we want to encourage those 
who all too soon will be clamoring for a general ser- 
vice pension for veterans? Do we want to demoralize 
local responsibility and thus strike at the very basis 
oi the American system? 

These are vital questions. Voters will be answer- 
ing them, whether they realize it or not, when they 
mark their ballots for candidates for Congress a week 
from next Tuesday. , 

It is true, as the Baltimore Sun said in an excel- 
lent editorial which we reprinted recently, that a 
critical public opinion must be created for testing 
the policies of the next administration. It is equally 
true that this opinion must make itself manifest. 
There is no better way for the country to begin than 
by scrutinizing the candidates for the 435 seats in 
the House and for the 36 seats in the Senate to be 
filled on Nov. 3. 

Which candidates will be weaklings or rubber 
stamps—unable to withstand the importunities of 
special-interest groups or the demands of party lead- 
ers? Which ones will take a stand against the 
“march of Federal empire” and then hold fast to their 
honest convictions? 

From Maine to California, in every congressional 
district and in every senatorial contest, the voter 
owes it to himself to find out. There is no more 
important duty before him. The welfare of the 
country demands a Congress that will stand eternally 
on guard against the use of “new instruments of 
public power,” or any instruments, to weaken repre- 
sentative government. 
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UNHAPPY MAN. 

The editor of the Literary Digest must be a pretty 
unhappy person today as he listens to the abuse and, 
worse, derisive laughter of those who believe Mr. 
Roosevelt’s election, as the President himself put 
it, is “in the bag.” People like Gen. Hugh Johnson 
have been especially severe, accusing the Digest of 
“sharp political practice” in showing Gov.

COL. SLUPSKY. 

An extraordinary career has ended in the death of 
Abraham Slupsky. The news has sketched his long 
journey of 76 years, from the water front at New 
Orleans, through his many St. Louis vocations, ad- 
venturings, political activities, a fascinating blend of 
myth and reality. 

How he was breveted “Colonel” by journalism’s 
genius, “Dana of the New York Sun,” and ever after 
was so saluted and lived the part, is but one of 
countless episodes in the incredible skein. He was 
every inch a Colonel, whose personality supplied the 
epaulettes, the sword, the air of militant command. 

It was Abraham Slupsky’s peculiar talent always to 
be present on occasions of pith and moment. If he 
had a profession, it was politics. That he had the 
energy and skill to direct the drudgery of organiza- 
tion is attested by his ward leadership, but it was in 
the drama of political events that he starred. His 
wit, philosophy and quaint, distinctive garb were as 
indispensable a feature of Republican national con- 


ventions as the keynote speech or the resolutions.

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TRUTH IN GOVERNMENT. 

Let us examine another part of Mr. Roosevelt's 
Worcester speech on taxes. He said: | 

I inherited from the preyious administration a 
tax structure which not only imposed an unfair 
tax burden on the low-income groups of this 
country but also imposed an unfair burden upon 
the average American by a long list of taxes on 
purchases and consumption—hidden taxes. 

In 1933, when we came into office, 58 cents 
out of every dollar of Federal revenue came from 
hidden taxes. Leaving out of account the liquor 
tax—for liquor was illegal in 1933—we reduced 
these indirect taxes to 38 cents out of every 
dollar. . 

The fair inference from this statement is that the 
Roosevelt Administration has lifted a great portion 
of the tax burden from the consumer and placed it 
upon the rich. How does this square with the facts? 
A year ago, the President wrote to Roy W. Howard, 
president of the Scripps-Howard newspapers: 

In 1929 consumers’ taxes represented only 30 
per cent of the national revenue. Today they are 
60 per cent, and even with the passage of the 
recent tax bill, the proportion of these consumers’ 
taxes will drop only 5 per cent. | 
What, is the explanation of these two divergent 

statements, both made by the President? The ex- 
planation lies in the time selected by the President 
fer his comparisons and in his extraordinary treat- 
ment of liquor taxes. Consumer taxes, according to 
the reports of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
amounted to 30 cents of the Federal tax dollar in 
1929, to 32 cents in 1930, to 32 cents in 1931, to 40 
cents in 1932, to 58 cents in 1933, to 64 cents in 
1934, to 61 cents in 1935 and to 51 cents in 1936. 
Thus it will be seen that, taking the Hoover admin- 
istration as a whole and comparing it with the Roose- 
velt administration as a whole, the consumer is pay- 
ing a far larger share of total taxes under the New 
Deal than he did under the Hoover administration. 
Yet Mr. Roosevelt’s Worcester speech indicates that 
the exact opposite is true. 

When he wrote to Mr. Howard that consumer taxes 
had increased from 30 cents of the tax dollar in 1929 
to 60 cents in 1935, he was not on the stump asking 
for re-election. When he said at Worcester that con- 
sumer taxes had decreased from 58 cents of the tax 
dollar in 1933 to 38 cents in 1936, he was making a 
campaign speech. 

Three things enabled Mr. Roosevelt to make his 
misleading Worcester comparison. First, in select- 
ing 1933, he picked a year in which direct taxes 
were abnormally low owing to the greatly reduced 


es—sales taxes on food and clothing—were invali- 
dated in January, 1936; that was a reduction in con- 
sumer taxes by the Supreme Court, not by the ad- 
ministration, Third, Mr. Roosevelt transferred liq- 
uor taxes, which he admits are consumer taxes, from 
the consumer tax classification. 

At Worcester, the President set forth percentages 
of consumer taxes to total taxes. He was silent 
regarding the increase in the actual] tax burden im- 
posed upon the consumer—silent regarding the ac- 
cumulated deficits, the unpaid bills which are left 
for the future. 

Gov. Landon was justified in his condemnation of 
the Worcester figure juggling: 

“His administration (Mr. Roosevelt’s) has made it 
a crime for those dealing in securities not only to 
affirmatively misstate material facts, but also to 
withhold or fail to disclose such facts. 

“Judged by this very test laid down by his own 
administration, Mr. Roosevelt is attempting to sell 
himself to the people of this country for a second 
time without full disclosure. He is violating the 
principle of ‘truth in government’, which is just as 
essential as ‘truth in securities’.” 
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MORE TERRE HAUTE TACTICS. 

It did not take long for another city to adopt the 
Terre Haute method of dealing with a Communist 
candidate, and with improvements.

OREIGN trade is not a partisan issue, | 


and it might easily have been. straddled, 

with a strong minority support from the 
farm groups and the protectionists, by the 
time-honored method of some well-chosen 
tariff revisions upward. The difference be- 
tween that solution and the trade agree- 
ments program is the difference between for- 
eign trade for special interests and foreign 
trade in the public interest. 

It proposed to support the recovery of our 
share of world trade by the only means that 
Mr. Hull deemed possible, by definite and 
tangible remissions in our tariff rates and 
other barriers to commerce, in exchange 
for equivalent reductions and moderations in 
rates and practices of other nations. 

This program had the advantage from the 
outset of having been long favored by the 
American business, manufacturing and ship- 


' ping community engaged in foreign trade. 


Even after 14 agreements have been nego- 
tiated, with countries with whom we con- 
duct more than a third of our entire for- 
eign trade, it still possesses the indorsement 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, the Automobile Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation and many other gilt-edged groups 
who have far from habitually sponsored the 
acts of the Roosevelt administration. 
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It has proved acceptable to the business 
community in general and to a sufficiently 
large number of Republicans to have ‘pro- 
duced, in the platform adopted at Chicago, 
that extraordinary plank, bearing glaring in- 
ternal evidence of conflicting views, which 


‘ closed with the promise “to adjust tariffs 


with a view to promoting international trade, 
to stabilization of currencies, and to the at- 
tainment of a proper balance between agri- 
culture and industry.” 

The Republican plank opened, however, 
with these forbidding and final words: “We 
will repeal the present reciprocal trade 
agreement law. It is futile and dangerous. 
Its effect on agriculture and industry has 
been destructive. Its continuance would 
work to the detriment of the wage-earner 
and the farmer.” 

Immoderate and inconsistent as the Re- 
publican platform is on the subject of for- 
eign trade, it does make certain discreet omis- 
sions. It does not, for example, accuse the 
Democrats of having been “destructive” of 
our export trade. That would be somewhat 
difficult in the circumstances, for the fig- 
ures show that between the fiscal year 1932- 
33, when they came into power, and the fis- 
cal year recently closed, the value of our 
— has recovered by 70 per cent. 

e volume of our finished manufactures 
going abroad is again close to that attained 
in the key years 1923-25, and close to 70 per 
cent of the high-water mark in 1929. 

These accomplishments have taken place 
in a world of rising trade, and our trade 
agreements policy is still but a relatively 


small part of the actuating mechanism that | 


makes world trade possible for private en- 
terprise. But that part has not been a futile 
one; far from it. 

It is, however, the domestic workings of

ciples of tariff-making, which in their pres 
ent combination are altogether new to the 
American system. 

One is the practice of adjusting tariff 
schedules in negotiation with other nations 
on a reciprocal basis. This has been accept- 
ed in principle in the past by both parties, 
but only three agreements, of relatively 
small importance, survived for any length 
of time the attacks of the politicians and 
the protectionists. McKinley advocated it 
and Taft attempted to put it in operation in 
his famous fight for reciprocity with Can- 
ada. But the present application is the first 
serious and substantial attempt to negotiate 
basic tariff schedules in partnership with 
those with whom we buy and sell. 

The second principle is that the agreements 
are made by powers delegated to the Presi- 
dent and are negotiated and signed by him 
directly, without review by the Senate. This 
‘is more contentious ground, but without such 
powers, American practical] politics are such 
that no tariff concession, however justifi- 
able, could ever be certain of passage 
through the Senate. No disrespect to the 
Senate is intended by this reservation; the 
past tariff history supplies abundant proof 
of its necessity if anything like binding bar- 
gains within a reasonable period with other 
nations were ever to be accomplished. 

The third principle is the application to all 
agreements of the most-favored-nation 
clause in its unconditional form, extending 
the benefits of concessions to all other na- 
tions. This simply means the continuance 
of the old American practice of a single 
tariff schedule for all nations. It is preferred 
by the International Chamber of Commerce, 
the Economic Section of the League of Na- 
tions and every other disinterested body that 
has ever taken it under consideration. 
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The most vigorous criticism has come, of 
course, from manufacturers and producers 
who do not want their protection diminished 
for any reason or under any circumstances. 
When it is considered that in the past they 
dictated many of these schedules themselves 
through log-rolling minorities combining for 
a common interest before a highly vulner- 
able Congress, their disappro of the pres- 
ent method may be imagined. 

The method is not boisterous enough for 
many Americans accustomed to tariff wran- 
glings in the past; but it has this advan- 
tage far outweighing its defects: the adjust-

Even more damaging was the 
evidence of N. Lurye, who received 
his instructions through Ruth Fish- 
er and Maslov, German Trotzkyites, 
and who “worked under the person- 
al representative of Himmler, who 
is today chief of the Gestapo. His 
plans included an attempt to kill 
Voroshilov at last year’s maneuvers 
in Kiev, and plots against Kagano- 
vich and Zhdanov. 

All these plots fell through for 
apparently trivial reasons, They 
were “too far away in the proces- 
sion,” or “surrounded by too many 
people,” A deeper reason was giv- 
en by Yevdokimov, who blamed 
Zinoviev’s “weakness and nde- 
cision,” intimating that if he had 
been running things In Moscow, 
they might have gone better. Yev- 
dokimov ran things in Leningrad, 
where the plot to murder Kirov 
succeeded. Undoubtedly the de- 
fendants lacked courage; they may 
have been further demoralized by 
the sense that history was moving 
against them. But the spectators 
at the trial were disposed also to 
give some of the credit to the ex- 
cellent watchfulness of the Cum- 
missariat of Home Affairs, and 
their precautions at public meet- 
ings. 

The most striking impression left 
by the trial was that of utter moral 
disintegration. Hate and thirst for 
power—these were the motives. 
Whatever honest differences of 
opinion had once existed regarding 
the path to Socialism had vanished. 
Before 1931, according to Kameney, 
they “gambled on the collapse of 
the economic policy of the Party 
leadership”; but after.1931 the very 
success of Stalir’s policy filled them 
“with fresh rage and hatred” and 
turned them to plot for murder. 
This hate which began against 
the Party leadership expahded to 
fill their whole being. Hate against 
each other characterized the evi- 
dence of them all.” Here were no 
“comrades” .ven in the deed of 
murder. No two of them stood to- 
gether. All of them turned  vi- 
ciously on Smirnov’s attempts tg 
deny full responsibility. Reingold 
said of Kamenev: “Let him not pre- 
tend to be such an innocent... . 
He would have made his way to 
power over « mountain of corpses.” 
Zinoviev in his turn found his 
“greatest punishment” in the realiza- 
tion that his “name would be con- 
nected with the names of those who 
stand alongside of me—on the right 
hand with Olberg, on the left with 
Lurye.”

Last of all their hate had grown 
to include even themselves.

Holtzm@gn spoke of himself as one 
of a “company of murderers unde- 
serving of mercy.” Kamenev spoke 
of the “pit of treason” into which 
he had fallen. Yevdokimov called 
the whole group worse than Fas- 
cists, “since Fascism openly writes 
on its banner ‘Death to Commun- 
ism,’ but we said ‘Long Live Com- 
munism’ while trying to kill its 
leaders.” 

Hating Trotzky, hating their com- 
panions in murder, hating their 
own souls, they went to death un- 
der the storming hate of 170,000,000 
people’ in the Soviet’ Unions and 
tens of millions more throughout 
the world. They became history’s 
supreme examples of the logic of 
counter-revolutionary struggle, the 
terrible, inexorable logic of the 
downwardly diverging path. 

Once these men were Marxists, 
believers in Socialism, leaders in 
revolution. To associate their names 
then with the policy of political as- 
sassination would have been impos- 
sible. But men do not remain un- 
changed in character; they are 
changed by the path they choose 
to follow. Their differences with 
the Communist Party were at first 
only occasional; they allowed them 
to grow permanent and _ greater. 
Self-love, not the love of comrades 
or of the revolution, drove them 
steadily further towards destruc- 
tion. In the end whatever political 
program they once had was lost;

“The responsibilities of United 
Charities have never been lessened 
by reason of public relief. There 
is no duplication in the aid fur- 
nished by Government funds and 
the private gifts to charity. Now, 
with the depression receding, leav- 
ing countless home filled with the 
human wreckage of that terrible 
period of deprivation, United Char- 
ities assumes the largst ask in its 
history. We must restore lost 
health, re-unite broken families, 
and rebuilt the lives of our unfor- 
tunate neighbors. That always has 
been and always will be the job of 
United Charities.” 

Answering the question, “How 
will the money be spent?” the pam- 
phiet tells of the budget committee 
of 21 citizens which studies the 
work of each agency, its effective- 
ness and the need for its services, 
and then determines how much shall 
be allotted to it. 

“When your dollars, and the other 
dollars raised in the campaign, are 
reported to the budget committee, 
that committee determines how they 
shall be divided among the 90 agen- 
cies so that the best results in tak- 
ing care of the human needs of the 
commonity may be obtained,” the 
pamphlet continues. 

“Therefore your dollars will be 
used to provide medical care for the 
sick poor, homes for undernour- 
ished and neglected children, day 
nurseries for the children of work- 
ing mothers, visiting nurses . and 
trained social workers to go into 
homes that are in trouble because 
of desertion, widowhood, old age, 
insufficient earnings or physical or 
mental] handicaps. Your dollars will 
help to prevent disease, crime and 
moral decay. Your dollars will trans- 
port tired mothers and fretful chil- 
dren from hot pavements to cool 
country camps. In short, your dol- 
lars will take care of your needy 
neighbors far better than you could 
do it yourself.” 

Numbe rof Contributers. 

The average number of contribu- 
ters to United Charities, the pam- 
phiet states, is 16.1 per 100 of popu- 
lation, compared with a national av- 
erage for large cities of about 20 per 
1000.' Last year in St. Louis 162,000 
donors contributed $2,185,000. The 
effort will be made this year to ob- 
tain 200,000 contributors, the 
pamphlet says, and if this can be 
done, with the average contribution 
remainin gthe same as last year, a 
little more than $2,600,000 sought 
can be obtained. :

SEX PLAYS ALMOST ENTIRELY 
ABSENT FROM MOSCOW STAGE 


Often Two or Three Theaters Pro- 
duce Same Piece Simultaneous- 
ly; Heterogeneous Audiences.

NEW YORK, Oct. 24—In the 


Russian theater of today the ap- 
peal of sex and sexual themes is 
almost entirely absent. There are 


no triangle plays, no comedies or 
tragedies based on the psychology 
of sex. 

Norris Houghton tells about the 
present status of the Russian thea- 
ter in an article in the autumn 
American Scholar. “The Soviet 
theater has risen to a peak because 
the Russian people have pushed it 
there. It is a motley crowd which 


are the old men with thick beards 
and the old women with shawis 
over their heads; there are quan- 
tities of soldiers; there are many 
young people. 

“It is quite customary for .two 
or three different theaters to pro- 
duce the same play simultaneously 
and the public’s interest thus 
shifts from the play to the way 
in which the play is being staged 
in each place. This requires, it 
seems to me, a more sophisticated

In 1984 Gov. Earle drew 325,000 
votes after the registration had 
climbed to a then high of 260,000. 
Question: Will not the Roosevelt 
1936 vote reflect the greatly in- 
creased registration of this year? 

The Republicans naturally say 
“no,” and argue that the present 
registration more truly represents 
the choice of the people, that Fed- 
eral and State patronage have 
made it desirable for a Demoérat 
to be registered as a Democrat, On 
Nov. 3, the voters will decide which 
side guessed right. 

Singular Position of Mayor Wilson. 

Another Philadelphia riddle is the 
position of Mayor Wilson, a former 
registered ocrat who was elect- 
ed as a Republican. On the last 
registration day he listed himself 
as a non-par tisan. 

The Democrats imply that they 
heave an understanding with Wil- 
son, but the Republicans point to 
the fact that he recently added 
several hundred city employes and 
turned their selection over to the 
old Republican crowd. The Repub- 
licans say. that so far as they can 
learn the city employes have not 
been tampered with, and that the 
prospects are that Wilson will not 
issue instructions for them to go 
down the line for either party. This 
will be a novelty in Philadelphia 
where the Vare tradition is still re- 
membered, yet Wilson insists that 
he wants only an honest, peaceful 
election. 

The Republicans are basing all 
their hopes for a State-wide victory 
on the suburban region around 
Philadelphia and the central rural 
regions which are traditionally 
rock-ribbed Republican. Registra- 
tion lists by counties are not yet 
available, but, according to reports 
in Philadelphia and Pittsburgh, the 
rural counties are not expected to 
show the great Democratic  in- 
creases. The rural voters in these 
counties, according to Republican 
and Democratic sources, are not 
pleased with the New Deal agricul- 
tural and relief programs. -In the 
southeastern region, the white col- 
lar commuters to Philadelphia from 
Delaware, Montgomery, Bucks, 
Chester and Lancaster counties are, 
according to Republican compila- 
tions, expected to produce a 4an- 
don majority of about 75,000. 

The Democrats, while not ac- 
cepting these figures, say that the 
suburban vote will be offset by 
the anthracite coal vote in the 
northeastern part of the State. 

However, Pennsylvania is fig- 
ured, on past performances, regis- 
tration or strength of political ma- 
chines, or all three, the outcome 
on Nov. 3 probably will be close. 
Landon cannot move into the 
White House without its 36 elec- 
toral votes, as prospects look now, 
and if Roosevelt wins here he 
should carry another doubtful 
big State, Ohio, where many of the 
same factors are involved. If 
Roosevelt carries Pennsylvania, or 
if the election is closer than 100,- 
000, he will have two groups to 
thank, John L. Lewis and his “non- 
partisan” organization, and the 
Negroes, who may in the last anal- 
ysis, hold the balance of power. In 
Philadelphia alone there are more 
than 100,000 Negro voters, and an 8- 
to-2 split might give the Democrats 
the city, and perhaps the State. If 
Landon wing he will have to give 
credit to Philadelphia and the rich 
rural counties.

months to reap huge profits in the 
fall?” 
Rise of the Populists. 

The obvious answer to the last 
question is that the farmer did not 
benefit in any way and it is inter- 
esting to recall in this year of a 
presidential election that in 1892— 
the year of the second Cleveland- 
Harrison race—this revolting farmer 
struck out at the polls to show that 
he could be a political power. In 
that year, the third-party Populists 
polled more than 1,000,000 votes, 
enough to give their candidate 22 
electoral votes of a total of 444. At 
the same time they elected five Sen- 
ators, 10 members of the House and 
about 50 state offlicals. 

Paralleling the growth of farmers’ 
organizations was a rapid consoli- 
dation of labor. In tracing the de- 
velopment of organized labor, Miss

by Terence V. Powderly, and or- 
ganized on the principle of “one big 
union,” and the rising American 
Federation of Labor, which Samuel!

Among the references to the St, 
Louis area in the book is an ac- 
count of the founding of Leclaire 
adjoining Edwardsville, Il., by Nel 
son O. Nelson, late St. Louis plumb- 
ing supplies manufacturer, born tm 
Norway. Miss Tarbell writes: 

“In 1890 Nelson removed his 
manufacturing plant from St. Louis 
to Southern Illinois, believing that 
his profit-sharing plan would fare 
better there than in a large city, 
Purchasing a tract of land near 
Edwardsville, he founded upon it 
the village of Leclaire which he 
laid out as a model community. 
With the firm's help it was made 
possible for every employe to build 
and own his own home. The town’s 
population was not confined to 
employes, however. If an outsider 
wanted to live there, the company 
would build him a home also, alk 
lowing him, as it did its employes, 
to pay in monthly installments. His 
income and the size of his family 
were taken into consideration in 
fixing the monthly payments. There 
was practically no upkeep in Le 
claire. It was not an incorpo- 
rated town, and the inhabitants 
looked after themselves, caring for 
the streets, the lighting, the water, 
the ball grounds, the kindergarten, 
etc. For many years it was the 
boast of the residents that they had 
no policeman, no pauperism and an 
extraordinarily low death rate.” 


A Record of the Times. 


The 12-volume history of Ameri 
can life of which Miss Tarbell’s 
volume is an independent unit 
breaks from the traditional form 
of American historical writing. In- 
stead of dividing American history 
into presidential administr’ tions 
and using battle dates as land- 
marks, the writers in the series 
report on life as it was lived by 
the masses of the people—what 
they did for a livelihood what they 
read, what they believed, how they 
amused themselves and so on. This 
fresh approach is indicated by the 
titles of volumes, as for example, 
“The Rise of the Common Man: 
1830-1850,” by the late Carl Russell 
Fish of the University of Wiscon- 
sin; “The Emergence of Modern 
America: 1865-1878,” by Allan Nev- 
ing of Columbia University; “The 
Rise of the City: 1878-1898," by Are 
thur M. Schlesinger of Harvard, 
and “The Quest for Social Justice: 
1898-1914,” by Harold Underwood 
Faulkner of Smith College.

LAWYER LINCOLN. By Albert A. Wold- 
man. (Houghton Mifflin Co., Boston.) 


F, as Albert A. Woldman remarks, 

more books have been written 

about Lincoln than any one else 
in the world, with the possible ex- 
ceptions of Jesus and Napoleon, the 
question naturally arises, why an- 
other? He hastens to claim special 
consideration, and, believe it or not, 
he is entitled to it, for this is not 
a-rehash of twice-told tales, but a 
piece of scrupulous research. 

It is the first thorough-going 
treatment of Lincoln particularly 
as a lawyer,, of his beginnings in 
the law, his practice on the circuit 
and his position on the Constitution 
before, during and after the Civil 
War. It includes a fairly complete 
file of Lincoln's cases, ranging from 
a 50-cent fee in justice of the peace 
court to his $5000 fee from the II- 
linois Central Railroad, which, in- 
cidentally, George B. McClellan, also 
of future note, compelled him to sue 
to collect. Indeed, this is not just an- 
other book about Lincoln. It states 
facts, many of them for the first 
time; it gives judgments; it pre- 
gents a picture that may reasonably 
+e supposed to bear resemblance to 
Its subject. If it happens not to be 
a literary masterpiece, as is the 
case, that is merely unfortunate.

* The evidence clearly shows the 
early Lincoln an ordinary, working 
lawyer of his day, who, by diligence 
end experience, rose to leadership 
of the bar of Illinois. He never 
read a law book through in his life, 
and what mastery he had of tech- 
nicalities he won in practice. He 
came to be rated the equal of any 
before a jury and he was primarily 
an advocate of justice in the gen- 
eral, as distinguished from the spe- 
cial sense of strict procedure. It 
was this quality that made him fol- 
low Justice Benjamin R. Curtis’ dis- 
gent rather than Chief Justice 
Taney’s decision in the Dred Scott 

and to use the dissent in his 
debates with Douglas. He used ex- 
clusively Henry Clay’s speech of 
1850, Andrew Jackson's proclama- 
tion against nullification, Webster's 


reply to Hayne and a copy of the 
Constitution in the preparation of 
his first inaugural address. In all 
of this appeared the working law- 
yer. That in logic the Lincoln-Doug- 
las debates now seem less than 
masterful, that Justice Curtis’ dis- 
senting opinion was not the law, 
that Taney’s ruling was on a point 
of jurisdiction and in all else was 
obiter dicta, that Webster made an 
oration rather than an argument 
(all this in the light of history) are 
perhaps inconsiderable in this con- 
nection today.

Never before or since—yes, or 
since—had a President to resolve so 
many important questions of law. 
What was the status of the seceded 
states? Lincoln's view was that the 
states could not secede, but indi- 
vidual citizens were in_ rebellion. 
The question of the President's war 
powers came next. Lincoln sus- 
pended the writ of habeas corpus. 
Chief Justice Taney, sitting as a 
Circuit Judge (in ex rel. Merryman) 
held that ont. Congress could sus- 
pend the though the Consti- 
tution says merely that the writ 
may be suspended without specify- 
ing who is to do it. Then there was 
the act of Congress for confiscation 
of Southern property which Lin- 
coln actually threatened to veto be- 
cause it ran counter to the con- 
stitutional prohibition of bills of at- 
tainder. The Trent case offered 
another thorny problem. His great- 
est problem, however—the status of 
the Southern states at the end of 
the war—Lincoln did not live to 
solve. His statements indicated that 
he intended to work out a practical 
and consistent answer. In four 
years of great national emergency 
Lincoln never once consciously de- 
parted from the spirit, meaning or 
text of the basic law. He found the 
Constitution adequate for all pur- 
poses. He waived no doubts, how- 
ever reasonable, he acted within the 
law, and the Supreme Court found 
it necessary in only one case (ex 
parte Milligan) to state that he had 
erred. a. ase 


A Chinese Drama 


~ Of the Middle Ages 


JHE WEST CHAMBER. A Medieval Drama. 
Translated from the original Chinese by 
Henry H. Hart. (Stanford University 
Press, Stanford University, California.) 


OR most Occidentals, Chinese 
F drama is better read than seen. 
Steeped in conventions that 
Westerners do not understand, 
lacking dramatic action, set on 
stages without curtains, wings, 
ecenery or properties, and filled 
with long monologues and discord- 
ant arias, Chinese drama is vastly 
different from that of the West- 
ern countries. Elmer Rice, Amer- 
fcan playwright famous for his 
up-to-date themes and treatment, 
summed it up in a letter to the 
New York Times in which he 
eaid, “I can find no element of 
vitality in the Chinese theater. It 
seems to be entirely decadent.” 


“The West Chamber,” by Wang 
Shih Fu, comes from the middle of 
the thirteenth century and is one 
of the two dramatic works which 
the Chinese classify as “Ts’ai Tzu 
Shu” or “works of genius.” Only 
10 works of Chinese literature in 
all form that list. The present 
translation by Dr. Hart, lecturer 
on Chinese subjects at the Univer- 
sity of California, is accompanied 
‘by prefaces and forewords serving 
to acquaint the reader with the 
Chinese drama, and permitting him 
to enjoy the script itself to the 
fullest.

The play is not all poetry and 
fiowers, not all almond and peach 
blossoms, but a kind of “Romeo 
and Juliet” without the tragic 
finish. A young student, Ch’ang, 
loves Ying Ying, daughter of the 
widow of a high official. The 
mother, under stress of danger, 
agrees to a betrothal but later re- 
pudiates the contract, and the 
youth must carry on a clandestine 
affair with his beloved.

Dr. Hart has kept all the im- 
agery characteristic of Chinese lit- 
erature, but avoids footnotes 
wherever possible. Westerners will 
not be required to know that a fan 
held over the head indicates hot 
sunshine, that the waving of flags 
denotes a storm at sea, or that a 
character with a red spot on his 
face is destined for an untimely 
end. The play makes excellent 
reading.

R. DEEPING’S test book, 
M trough fiction, hardly be 

considered a novel. In its sim- 
ple listing of daily events, in the 
uncomplicated chronological pro- 
gression of the narrative, it is a 
most convincing diary. If the 
events recorded in it never actually 
occurred, it requires—no imagina- 
tion whatever to assume that they 
might have. 

Stephen Brent, an English coun- 
try doctor, placid and pacifist by 
inclination, succumbs to the war- 
time pressure of public opinion and 
signs up for a year as an army 
physician, After some months of 
training in England, he is sent to 
fatal Gallipoli, where he serves his 
year. After another effort to live 
a civilian life in a war-crazy land, 
the death of a friend sends him 
back to the army (this time on the 
Western front) “for the duration.”

The journal continues’ almost to 
the end of the war. “The eighty- 
first Division is to attack again and 
perhaps for the last time.” Brent 
is to have the forward ambulance. 
The book ends as he writes to his 
wife: “Beloved, it is nearly over. 
In a little I may be coming home.” 
The blank whiteness of the rest of 
the last page implies that he is 
tragically mistaken. 

As an anti-war document, the 
book is a failure. There is too 
much technical criticism of stra- 
tegy, too much dwelling on official 
incompetence, The author seems to 
say that wars would be less horri- 
ble if they were waged more effi- 
ciently, It is ag the chronicle of 
an individual that the book 
achieves whatever of interest it 
possesses. It demonstrates how a 
simple, not very brave man can 
go on living, working, being friend- 
ly, laughing, in spite of fear and 
uncertainty and suffering. We are 
aware of the ability of the human 
spirit to endure in spite of horror 
it cannot begin to comprehend. 

Here is no effective protest 
against war, but the simple story 


@of a man who felt he ought to 


play the game and do his bit. Per- 
haps for this alone the book merits 
reading.

He alleges that all this 
came about because Miss Stein has 
been worrying about masterpieces, 
why they are and why they are 
not written. One gathers from his 
elucidations that a masterpiece 
represents an enduring, impersonal 
view of the human scene.

As for Miss Stein’s style, 
Mr. Wilder explains that she re- 
gards punctuation as a bad thing 
because it “impairs the collabora- 
tive participation of the reader.” 
The same is true of intelligibility 
in expression. If the author actu- 
ally says it, what is the reader 
for? 

Nothing is said as to what an 
unintelligible author is for.

The integration of these many 
lives is skillfully accomplished, and 
skillful, too, is the neat, modern 
phraseology occasionally captured 
by. Miss Hurst. “Firmly jelled,” for 
instance, describes the tenor, and 
Josie is “as neat as a spigot turned 
off, as right as a book and a bell 
on an altar.” But when the char- 
acters themselves speak, their 
words annul the author’s descrip- 
tion of them, For she cannot re- 
sist putting into the mouths of even 
the dullest whatever acute thought 
comes into her own mind. Car- 
mella’s Southern dialect is ridicul- 
ous to anyone who ever so much as 
stepped across the Mason-Dixon 
line, and Josie’s war-talk, punctu- 
ated with references to spilling en- 
trails, is hollow.

mm HERE was so. much noisy non- 
Teense about the Kingfish when- 
ever he appeared in public or in 
print that a book of this type is 
needed to keep him from. being 
remembered solely as an amusing 
mountebank and may serve as an 
object-lesson in other communities 
menaced by political racketeers. 
“Let Freedom Ring” is the story 
of the fight of the Louisiana Wom- 
en’s Committee, of which Hilda 
Phelps Hammond was chairman, 
for the integrity of their State's 
elections. Mrs, Hammond tells a 
good deal of her life story. in this 
book, and most significant and in- 
teresting are the reasons for her 
transformation from a_ sheltered 
Southern lady to the crusading 
woman who continuously besieged 
the Senate offices for three years 
and gloried in the nuisance value 
of her conduct. 


When the name Huey Long ap- 
peared in the political field in 1920, 
it was discussed at New Orleans 
dinner tables, and he was dismissed 
by sporadic reformers as “just a 
young upstart and public service 
commissioner from Northern Louis- 
iana who thinks he can be elected.” 

However, not only did he serve 
notoriously as Governor, but short- 
ly thereafter, in spite of impeach- 
ment charges, he was elected Unit- 
ed States Senator, and placed O. K. 
Allen in office as puppet-Governor 
of the State.

The Women’s Committee repeat- 
ed their tale and kept sending 
sheafs of letters to the Senate and 
its committees, but political con- 
siderations exerted a tremendously 
coercive power and the Senate rec- 
ord appears to be utterly discredit- 
ing. Republicans and Democrats 
alike are named who refused to 
perform their duty in the face of 
the evidence presented and who 
treated the women cavalierly while 
observing the strictest “senatorial 
courtesy.” Orations delivered in the 
Newberry and Vare cases are quot- 
ed against their heroic authors who 
sat silent in the lLong-Overton 
scandal. | 

It is fortunate that the source of 
the testimony, quoted both directly 
and indirectly, is given, because 
some of the remarks sound more 
like “Alice in Wonderland,” or “It 
Can’t ‘Happen Here” than like the 
official United States Government 
transcripts of committee hearings 
and the Congressional Record. 

“Let Freedom Ring” will not 
carry a ‘reader out of his political 
and social preconceptions nearly so 
far as Lincoln Steffens’ book; but 
it does present, in a very interest- 
ing and dramatic style, a point of 
view on the Louisiana situation 
with which only the most omnivo- 
rous newspaper reader could have 
been familiar. Students of the 
technique of citizen education and 
action would appreciate an index, 
and they may find the book too 
highly personalized, too much the 
case of Hilda vs. Huey. However, 
the author's patriotic and thorough- 
ly unselfish aim is apparent. She is 
not dominated by the thought of 
her own individual experience, but 
is eager to capitalize it in the in- 
terest of good government.

i. LAWRENCE is one of the 

most controversial figures in 

® modern literature. Rarely in- 
deed has he been judged on his 
merits as a writer alone, and only 


| |too often have prejudice and hys- 


teria colored the pronouncements of 
his critics. He is either a man of 
genius, misunderstood and perse- 
cuted, or, if you are in the opposite 
camp, an eccentric, a sensation- 
hunter who wrote no better than 
his neighbor. 

The truth about him lies, no 
doubt, where it is usually found, 
somewhere between the extremes. 
A eerious estimate of Lawrence 
must pay tribute to the great emo- 
tional power of his novels and to 
the delicate and sensitive quality of 
his prose style. He was a great in- 
dividualist, and the passionate, un- 
English nature of the man and his 
talents inevitably drew around him 
a school of startled and devoted ad- 
herents. But the serious estimate 
is likely to show that his achieve- 
ments as a writer were lessened by 
his crusade, 

¢* ¢ @*@ 

At least nobody will deny that 
Lawrence was a crusader or that 
his crusade—a lifelong attempt to 
write frankly and naturally about 
sexual love—dominates almost ev- 
ery page that he wrote. Unhappily 
for his fame, many people feel that 
the artist stepped aside for the 
evangelist. 

Lawrence's reputation must rest 
finally on his earlier novels, “Sons 
and Lovers,” “Women in Love,” 
“The Rainbow.” These were among 
the first novels in England to ap- 
ply the new psychological theories, 
the beliefs of Freud and Jung. In 
them he wrote as well as he “ever 
wrote and said all that he ever had 
to say. His later restless years, 
spent in places as far apart as Cey- 
lon and New Mexico, developed no 
important philosophy, no richer ob- 
servations than he had already 
learned. 

If you disagree, you have only to 
examine this large volume of post- 
humous papers covering the full 
range of his career and grouped ac- 
cording to subject. For instance, 
under the heading, “Nature and Po- 
etical Pieces,” one of the earliest 
essays that he wrote in that vein is 
followed by those done in later 
years. The student of Lawrence 
will surely observe that his meticu- 
lous awareness of growing things, 
his love and kindness for them, 
were as beautifully developed ° as 
ever, at an early. stage. 

- « * 

The material in “Phoenix” con- 
sists of articles, eketches, book re- 
views, prefaces to books, criticism 
and fragments. One-third of it has 
never been printed before, while the 
remainder was inaccessible and 
most of it not generally known. 
The shortest pieces are of two or 
three pages, the longest is his elab- 
orate study of Thomas Hardy 
which covers more than 100 pages. 

Presented here under seven clas- 
sifications, they do indeed form an 
easy pattern of Lawrence’s develop- 
ment and beliefs. Much of the ma- 
terial is undoubtedly trivial, and 
would have slight interest for the 
casual reader. Yet this large body 
of fugitive writings is necessary to 
the Lawrence enthusiast and to the 
student who would have a complete 
view of this salient figure in mod- 
ern literature. D. W. P.

As many items it includes 
are rare, this 1293-page volume will 
be a handy source book—possibly 
not for students, but at least for 
those casual readers who can’t help 
being curious about the gentle and 
meticulous mathematics professor 
who created the most delicious 
nonsense in the language. To these 
ramblers it will probably come as 
a surprise that Carroll was a 
pious, earnest pedagogue, obsessed 
with moral problems and, judged 
by standards now current, an unde- 
niable prude. 
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More profoundly curious readers 
who knew this already are likely 
to be somewhat disappointed in the 
edition itself. It begs mutely for 
footnotes. And the rather apolo- 
getic introduction by Dr. Woollcott 
(whose only known claim to au- 
thority rests tentatively on a 
penchant for escorting little girls 
to Eva LeGallienne’s “Alice”—is 
just amiably silly. What is most 
missed, though, is the correspond- 
ence. Modern Library may have 
felt that the letters weren't Car- 
roll’s, but the Rev. Charles Lut- 
widge Dodgson’s. Actually, dozens 
of the verses could better have 
been spared. 

Yet, though the publishers may 
deserve no congratulations for this 
selection, the “giant” series (of 
which this is Volume 28) is decid- 
edly praiseworthy. Their attempt 
to produce legible and decently 
bound cheap editions of sizeable 
masterpieces is certainly one of the 
most laudable ventures in the re-

HENRY is an important fig- 

0 ure in the history of American 
® fiction because of the great in- 
fluence which his work has exerted 
upon the modern short story. He 
was the first to describe a certain 


phase of New York life; his tales 


of every-day people, “The Four Mil- 
lion,” became enormously popular 
and brought him then unheard-of fi- 
nancial returns. Often he wrote the 
truth, but too frequently he spent 
his energies upon smartness and 
placed too much emphasis upon in- 
geniousness and trick endings. Mag- 
azine writing still suffers from too 
great an admiration for the O. Hen- 
ry formula. 

It is interesting to discover what 
manner of man was this almost 
mythical person. In “The Quiet 
Lodger of Irving Place,” William 
Wash Williams presents a portrait 
of the author during the New York 
period of his life. Mr. Williams is 
well fitted for this task. When a 
cub reporter for the New York 
World, he was sent to discover the 
identity of the mysterious writer 
and found him to be an agreeable 
little man named Sydney Porter. 
The two men became fast friends. 
Together they roamed the streets 
and observed life, while O. Henry 
found plots for the stories which he 
turned out in so prolific a fashion. 
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Mr. Williams makes no pretense 
of writing a biography. He tells 
casually how he learned of Porter's 
birthplace, his Texas days, and his 
imprisonment. He is primarily in- 
terested in the character of his 
friend. O. Henry’s most noticeable 
trait was his quiet modesty. He did 
not want his identity revealed; he 
objected to the printing of his pic- 
ture; he was bored with “literary” 
parties. His kindliness was equally 
unassuming, for he never talked of 
his many charitable deeds and al- 
ways offered his help in the most 
unobtrusive way possible. A typical 
instance was the giving of a $10 bill 
toa tramp.

But Southwestern folk lore occu- 
pies only part of the book. There 
are some enlightening and valuable 
sidelights on the '49ers, on Victorio 
and the Apache wars, on the found- 
ing, rise and decline of the min- 
ing camps, on the lives of the pio- 
neer prospectors who made his- 
tory, Horace Tabor, Ed Doheny, 
Old Kentuck and Pete Kitchen. 
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Shane Leslie, who writes the in- 
troduction, says these tales were 
taken down by Uncle Jimmie’s 
friehds from his own lips. Possibly 
he refers to the sisters of the Holy 
Cro:: Sanatorium in New Mexico, 
who are taking care of Uncle Jim- 
mie as he goes down the other side 
of the range, and to whom he ded- 
icates his book. If this be true, 
there is satisfaction in thinking 
that the good sisters have had 
many a chuckle lately in an other- 
wise sedate existence. Mr. Leslie 
gives, also, one or two brief 
glimpses of Jimmie McKenna’s un- 
usual ancestry and early life. On 
these points Uncle Jimmie is silent. 

Taken as a whole, this is a work 
of both literary and historical sig- 
nificance, a living document writ- 
ten with the dash, laughter and 
sorrow that stir an Irish heart in 
an American exterior.

UMPING the gun on the cycle 
Je bad-boy pictures that is sure 

to come if Sidney Kingsley’s play, 
“Dead End,” ever reaches. the 
screen, “The Devil Is a Sissy,” at 
Loew's, has something of the real- 
ism and color of that New York 
dramatic hit, even if not its many- 
example wickedness. The story, of 
course, in no wise parallels the 
Kingsley play, which Samuel Gold- 
wyn has paid a small fortune for, 
and which: he presumably will glori- 
fy to the extent of another gam- 
bler’s ransom to screen. 


To keep from reviewing “Dead 
End” rather than “The Devil Is a 
Sissy,” moreover, it shall be point- 
ed out here that “The Devil Is a 
Sissy” was written by Rowland 
Brown, past master of gangster 
yarns on the screen and long ac- 
quaintance of the sordid side of 
screen life, for Freddie Bartholo- 
mew, Jackie Cooper and Mickey 
Rooney. So “The Devil Is a Sissy” 
does not venture too far from movie 
practice. It fondles a few bars of 
“Boy of Mine” at the opening and 
eventually arrives at a touching 
hospital scene but it is real every- 
where, and even the most movie- 
accustomed citizens will be lucky 
not to get lumps in the throat when 
they see Master Bartholomew fight- 
ing for life in an oxygen tent. 

Aided by authentic touches in 
writing and direction (W. S. Van 
Dyke in the latter case), the three 
accomplished boy actors make the 
whole fabrication ring true. Bar- 
tholomew essays another of his se- 
rious young scholars, as a child of 
the rich transposed to New York’s 
tenement section. To watch him 
desperately trying to become a 
young tough along with Cooper and 
Rooney, to behold his pride in a 
black eye or new corduroy pants, 
to study his interpretation of the 
code of “I won’t talk” in terms of 
“Really, I cahn’t tell you, sir,” is 
to realize that here is understand- 
ing of juveniles by a juvenile him- 
self. In other words, it proves in- 
disputably that Bartholomew is 
always the actor and never the 
puppet.

A tre St, Louis symp concerts by 


the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra at 8:30 o’clock Thursday eve- 
ning and 2:30 o’clock Friday after- 
noon in the Municipal Auditorium 


Opera House, will open its fifty- 


seventh season this week. Vladimir 
Golschmann, returning from a sum- 
mer in Burope, will be conductor 
for the sixth consecutive year. 


The Thursday date was decided

The major work on the opening

A new stage setting, designed by 
Leopold Stokowski, famous conduc- 
tor, to eliminate acoustic difficul- 
ties, will be in use for the first time 
Thursday evening. The 4&7-player 
personnel of the orchestra will be 
the same as last season, with a few 
exceptions. Edward Murphy, for- 
mer member of the orchestra, re- 
turns to replace James Stagliano, 
now with the Los Angeles Philhar- 
monic, as head of the horn section. 
Oscar G. Zimmerman, with the Phil- 
adelphia Symphony for the last 
seven years, will head the bass sec- 
tion, and Samuel Krauss, from the 
National Symphony in Washington, 
will be first trumpet player.

hands. 


HIS experiment in hypnotism 

took place the other day in the 

London Zoo. The operator—the 
hypnotist—was Dr. Leopold Thoma, 
psychologist, of the University of Vien- 
na. The subject was Peter, a 7-year- 
old inmate of the soo. A witness of 
the performance was Professor Julian 
Huxley, secretary of the Zoological So- 
clety of London and famous as a scien- 
tist. The photographs on thie page 
were taken at progressive stages of the 
experiment. 

Dr. Thoma approached this impres- 
sive test of hypnotic power with a 
background of 30. years’ experience in 

He ie said to have once 


fear. At any rate, this forceful tech- 
nique didn’t work with his chimpan- 
zees. When they were grabbed and 
forced into an unaccustomed position 
they righted themselves as soon as 
they were allowed to-—in high 
dudgeon sometimes, but certainly not 
in a trance. 

After a series of these negative re- 
sults, Thoma decided to see if apes 
could be put to sleep by the technique 
he used with human beings. At first 
he didn’t have much success with this 
method, either. But at last, in Berlin, 
he did manage to induce in a chimpan- 
see what he calls “a sleep-like, le- 
thargic condition.” It lasted only a

Then Dr. Thoma came to London, 
and was allowed to see what he could 
do with chimpansees in the London 
Zoo. In preparation for the actual at- 
tempt at hypnotism, he chose four of 
the oldest animals and picked his 


“gubject” from among them through 


an experiment interesting in itself. He 
had a small orchestra play for them 
and carefully observed their apparent 
response to the music. Peter, he de- 
cided, was most impressed by the mu- 
sic, and was therefore, he reasoned, 
the most impressionable of the lot, and 
so the most promising subject. Inci- 


dentally, he observed that all th 
chimps seemed to be more affected by 
a dreamy tango than by a jassy for 
trot. 

It was on the second attempt that 
Dr. Thoma succeeded in putting Peter 
into a hypnotic trance. The chimpar 
see remained in that condition {or 
about seven minutes. As the hypae 
tist described it, the animal “seemed 
to withdraw into himself, and 
mained in a torpid condition” for te 
time mentioned. 

Dr. Thoma intends to make furtae 
experiments with apes, and then go 
to other animals which have neve 
been hypnotised.

body. His story was told, though, in 
the most matter-of-fact and imper- 
sonal manner possible. It had to do 
with his studies to determine the ef- 
fects of freezing and carbon dioxide on 
the human mind, His larger field of 
investigation was the effect of changes 
in the composition and temperature of 
the blood stream on the mental 
processes. 

The lecturer was Sir Joseph Bar- 
croft, a man whom England and many 
other nations have elaborately hon- . 
ored. That he was created knight last 
year may have been owing to his serv- 
ice as former member of the Ministry 
of Munitions and present member of 
the War Office's Chemical Warfare 
Committee, the Army Medical Com- 
mittee and the Air Force Medical Ad- 
visory Board. That he has made con- 
tributions to pure science as well as to 
knowledge of poison gas may be con- 
cluded from the fact that he is a Fel- 
low of the Royal Society as well as a 
Commander of the Order of the Brit- 
ish Empire. 
Cambridge and his B. Sc. at London 
University. Three universities have 
awarded him honorary doctorates. He 
is prafessor of physiology at Cam- 
bridge University and Fellow and Lec- 
turer at King’s College, Cam- 
bridge. 
dozen learned societies, from Bratislav 
to Buenos Aires. His special field has 
been the study of the blood stream 
and his treatise, 
Function of the Blood,” is a standard 
medical text. Recently Sir Joseph’s 
leading interest has been the stidy of 
fetal circulation and respiration in 
man and in various mammals, an im- 
portatit branch of embryology, — 

But he has apparently always been 
interested in a less specialized sub- 
ject, that with which his present lec- 
ture had to do. The lecture, inci- 
dentally, is the same almost word for 
word as one he presented at Trinity 
College, Dublin, a year ago. It and 
the work it describes are an amplifica- 
tion of a hypothesis stated long ago 
by Claude Bernard, the great French 
physiologist of the mid-nineteenth 
century. This stated in effect that the 
constancy of the blood stream (in 
pulse, temperature, chemical com posi- 
tion and so on) is an indispensable 

, condition of the “free life,” in other 
| words of intelligence and the free- 
dom it gives to human life. This hy- 
pothesis implies that man is a ration- 
al animal because his blood stream is 
more constant and sensitive to changes 
than that of any other animal, or at 
| least that without this constancy and 

sensitiveness man could not have the 

intellect and freedom from physical 

necessities which he now enjoys. :

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Sir Joseph Barcroft has found this 
notion so suggestive that he has risked 
his sanity, his health and his life to 


expand it and elaborate and prove it. 


‘It's easy to see its relation to his other 
studies. For example, in January he

fore and after birth. This showed, 
among other things, that pulse rates 
fall during and after the birth of men, 
oxen and dogs, while they rise in 
monkeys and rats.

IR JOSEPH dices a forerunner in 

his field who listed the obvious ef-

in the blood causes unconsciousness; 
that too much Water causes a sensa- 
tion of weakness, while~ too little 
causes headache, nausea, dizziness and 
inco-ordination; that too. much sodium 
causes fever, while too little causes 
“reflex irritability,” weakness and 
paresis; that too much calcium causes 
twitchings and convulsions, while too 
little causes apathy and drowsiness. 
Obviously the number of factors which 
must remain constant in blood is al- 
most astronomically high. - 

If physicists can say that the chem- 
ical and physical conditions, required 
to support life in the universe are so 
special that the existence of life is the 
most improbable coincidence conceiv- 
able, then psychologists might well 
add that one coincidence is inconceiy- 
ably greater—the conditions which 
make the human mind possible. For 
these depend first on the general con-

FTER the divorce, when de Go- 
gorza was asked whether Mme. 
Pames had paid his wife to ai- 
vorce him, de Gogorza said: “I am an 
artist. I do not bother with mercen- 
ary affairs. Love, ah, it is so wonder- 
ful, the real love. It is not the same 
as the love on the stage. Not at all. 


On the etage in the grand opera one 


does not really love as one sings. It is 
the mind that vibrates, not the heart. 
When one sings of love, he turns his 
passion on the director and wonders if 
his wig is on straight.”’ 

After Mme. de Gogorza had with- 
drawn all her suggestions of miscon- 
duct, Mme.

Now as there was nothing what- 
ever to connect George Muncey 
with Dannilo Prince, George's 
chances of arrest were limited to 
the chance of an accidental meet- 
ing between himself and someone 
who had known him as Prince.
